only their present demands are to be 
arbitrated. The rallroads have main- 
tained that in the event of arbitration 
not only the demands of their em- 
ployees, but the roads’ “contingent 
proposition,” which is based on the 
88-hour day, but eliminates the double 
compensation features, should be arbi- 
trated. 

Several times during the day’s nego- 
tlations between the mediators and the 
trainmen it seemed as if the men were 
on the point of withdrawing from 
further parley. When the situation 
reached a point where it was reported 
President Wilsen had intervened, A. B. 
Garretson, president of the Order of 
Railway Conductors, authorized a 
statement which clearly indicated the 
brotherhoods would not oppose such 
action. 

“An invitation from the president of 
the United States,’ said Mr. Garretson, 
“is tantamount to a command. If he 
Summons us to Washington we will go, 
but it must be understood that the 
president has no more power in this 
matter than the mediators.” 

The Stumbling Block. 

Although the mediators and the rail- 
road managers refused to discuss the 
events of the day, Mr. Garretson had no 
hesitation in doing so, saying that 
mediation having failed, he was under 
no further obligations to maintain se- 
crecy about the negotiations. He said 
the double compensation feature was 
the stumbling block. 

Mr. Garretson declared double com- 
pensation agreements are in effect on 
vitrually every railroad in the country 
and that they were won by the men 
after serious effort extending over a 
period of thirty years. 

Because the mediators could not give 
the trainmen assurance that the rail- 
roads would waive the ‘contingent 
proposition,” the men adjourned until 
tomorrow morning at 10 o’clock when 
the mediators will again report. The 
mediators met the railroad managers 
only for a brief period during the aft- 
ernoon, but said they had satisfactory 
sessions with both sides. A high rail- 
road official declared, however, that 
there would be no backdown on their 
part until the other side showed a dis- 
position to meet them half way. 

The next move is up to the railroads, 
Mr. Garretson said, in view of the 
fact that they had requested the serv- 
ices of the mediators. 

WILSON WILL SEEK

LINEMEN NOW ASK | 
FOR NINE-HOUR DAY 


Strikers Want 45 Cents an 
Hour and Double Pay for 
Sunday—Expect to Double 
Forces Today. 


The strike of approximately 100 men, 
employed in the line department of the 
Georgia Railway and Electric company, 
assumed a new aspect Saturday, when 
it became known that, aside from the 
charges of ‘discrimination,’ the strik- 
ers are holding out for a 9-hour day, 
pay at the rate of 45 cents per hour, 
time-and-a-half for overtime, and @

ble pay for work on Sunday. 

“The men at present,” said John J. 
Purcell, general erganizer of the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, “are working ona sort of sal- | 
ary—so much per month, with no limit 
on the number of hours they can be 
required to work. Also, they get no 
extra pay for the etxtra work done | 
by them, and we expect to better this 
condition.” A formal demand for these | 
things will probably be placed before, 
the company not later than Monday 
evening. 

Strikers Expect Help. 

Although at present only about 90 
or 100 men have walked out, it was 
predicted Saturday night that by Sun- 
day morning more than 290 men would 
rnave given up their places with the 
company. These, it i# said, come from 
the line, the lamp trimmers, and the 
high line departments. Then men de- 
nominated as “high liners” are the sub- 
urban linemen who are working there 
with the idea of being brought to the 
city as soon as thoroughly competent 
to handle the situation here. 

Other men, from various departments, 
it is said, have come to the organiza- 
tion with offers to quit their jobs in 
the event that they be allowed to ally 
themselves with the strikers. These 
men are said to come from the ranks 
of conductors, motormen, shop men and 
practically every branch of the com- 
pany’s organization. 

Company Issuen Statement. 

Following the action of the strikers 
and the demands made upon the com- 
pany for their reinstatement, the street 
railway officials issued a statement 
setting out their reasons for the 
action taken in the discharge of 
the three men. The statement follows: 

“We have been reducing the number of 
employees in the line department of the 
company, and have had occasion recently 
to release several men in that department. 
In doing so, naturally we selected those 
+ who, in our opinion, were the least satis- 
factory as employees. Demand was made 
on us by the international officers of the 
linemen’s union to reinstate these men. 
‘When we declined to do so, about four- 
fifths of the 85 or 90 men employed by 
ithe company, upon order of their union, 
severed theif employment with us this 
morning.

Washington, August 12.—(Special.)— 
The investigation into the railroad 
transportation situation shortly to be 
undertaken by a joint committee of 
congress, promises to be one of the 
most important economic inquiries 
prosecuted by any. branch, of the gov- 
ernment in many years. Its disclosures 
will vitally affect the future of over 
350,000 miles of railway lines and about 
$4,000,000,000 of invested capital. 

The men upon whom the responsi- 
bility for directing this vastly impor- 
tant work rests, and who will report a 
plan for future regulation of the coun- 
try’s transportation lines, are: 

Senator Francis G. Newlands, of Ne- 
vada, chairman; Senator Oscar W. Un- 
derwood of Alabama, Senator Joseph 
T. Robinson of Arkansas, democrats; 
Senator Albert B. Cummins of Iowa, 
Senator Frank B. Btandegee of Con- 
necticut, republicans. 

Representative William C. Adamson 
of Georgia, Vice chairman; Representa- 
tive Thetus W. Sims of Tennessee, Rep- 
resentative William A. Cullop of In- 
diana, democrats; Representative John 
J. Esch of Wisconsin, Representative 
Edward L. Hamilton of Miehigan, re- 
publicans. 

Senator Newlands is now itn Maine 
campaigning in behalf of the demo- 
cratic nominee. ‘Upon his return the 
committee will begin its labors. 

Representative Adamson, the vice 
chairman, has been appointed a cotm- 
mittee of one to outline a plan of pro- 
cedure.

Iocal Rent Agents - Busy 
Showing Apartments, Cot- 
/ tages, Bungalows and 
JLarge Homes to Prospects. 
Shows Prosperity of City. 


Atianta’s annual rent season is now 
at high tide. 

The prosperity that has been enjoyed 
by Atlanta during the past eight 
months is now reflected in the hun- 
dreds of inquiries received each day by 
local rent agents for better homes. 

September 1, the day on which all 
leases for the year are dated, is close 
at hand, and agents are running the 
tires off automobiles showing new 
homes, apartments, cottages, bunga- 
lows, large dwelling houses, which 
they are leasing by the score each day. 

There is a good demand (for the 
homes that rent for from $50 to $100 a 


month, all of which indicates that 
prosperity is surely here. People are 
moving from their cheaper homes and 
apartments, which they have occupied 
during the last two years, into better 
homes. One agent reports that he has 
rented a dozen such homes in the past 
week. 

It is safe to say that never before in 
Atianta’s history has the rent season 
progressed so satisfactorily to the rent 
managers as it has this year. It be- 
gan earlier than usual, and with more 
vim in the market. Inquiries from the 
start were more numerous, and by the 
middle of July local renting agents an- 
mounced they had disposed of more 
apartments and houses than they had 
rented up to the middle of August of 


the years 1914 and 1915. 

“A satisfactory rent season always 
shows good resultd in new sales,” said 
Andrew Calhoun, of thé Tunman & Cal- 
houn Renting and Real Estate agency, 
Saturday. 

Anxious to Buy Homes. 

“I advertise a bungalow, or some at- 
tractive home for sale, and we have 
dozens of inquiries immediately over 
the telephone concerning this home. 

When people are anxious to secure 
nice living quarters for themselves, as 
is demonstrated by this year’s rent sit- 


uation, they will consider buying a 
home almost as quickly as they do 
renting one.” 

Mr. Calhoun said he has rented four 
times more apartments and housés this 
year than he had rented this time last 
year. 

“In all my years in the renting and 
real estate business in Atlanta,” said 
M. L. Thrower, of the -M. L. Thrower 
Realty and Renting agency, “I have 
not seen such activity in the renting

season as this year. Things have nev- 
er been more satisfactory to the agents, 


and the tenants and landlords are all 
pleased. We have only a few vacan- 
cies left in any apartments, and many 
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The Johnson-Gewinner company yes- 
terday won a complete victory in the 
local gasoline war. 

The Texas company, which hereto- 
fore has sold the Johnson-Gewinner 
company their gasoline, agreed to con- 
tinue doing so at the regular whole- 
sale price of 23 cents. 

For two days, since J. kK. Gewinner, 
of the Johnson-Gewinner company, an- 
nounced that his company would sell 
Zasoline at 24 cents, one cent less than 
the local retail price, the local wholé- 
salerrs have refused to sell to this 
company. The result was that his tank 
soon ran empty, and he lost his gaso- 
line trade for two days. 

Harris, of the federal 
trade commission, who played an im- 
portant role Saturday in bringing about 
the adjustment whereby the Johnson- 
Gewinner company can secure gasoline, 
stated last night that the settlement 
puts an end to the proposed investi- 
gation by the federal trade commi's- 
sion, since it is not now necessary. 

State Senate Takes Hand. 

The Georgia senate Saturday passed 
a privilege resolution, introduced by 
Senator John D. Walker, of the twen- 
tieth district, seeking federal investi- 
gation of the local gasoline situation. 

Mr. Harris took a hand in the sit- 
uation and after a two-hour confer- 
ence with Manager Van, of the Texas 
company, succeeded in getting the 
Texas company to sell the Johnson-Ge- 
winner company gasoline at the whole- 
salers’ price of 23 cents a galion. 

J. K. Gewinner announced last night 
that his company would continue to 
sell gasoline at 24 cents a gallon, which 
is one cent less than the retail price 
in the Atlanta market. 

‘Mr. Harris informed me that he had 
had a long conference with Manager 
Van, of the Texas company, this morn- 
ing, and that he had arranged matters 
with them so that I can now buy gaso- 
line from the Texas company at 23 
cents, the wholesale price,” stated Mr. 
Gewinner last night. 

: Will Sell at 24 Cents, 

“IT will continue to sell gasoliné at 
24 cents, one cent less than the At- 
lanta retail price. I secured 500 gal- 
lons late Saturday afternoon from the 
Texas company, and immediately sent 
the wagon back for that much more. 

“TI see no reason why Atlanta auto- 
mobilists cannot buy gasoline cheaper 
than 25 cents, when it is selling in 
Chattanooga at 20 cents a gallon ana 
in Knoxville at 19 cents. 

“Mr. Harris wants to avoid publicity 
in this matter as much ag possible, as 
he is spending his vacation tn Atlanta. 
However, he informed me that he didn’t 
think I would have any more trouble 
in securing gasoline from my whole- 
salers, the Texas company.” 

Beginning of Fight. 

The Atlanta gasoline war opened 
Wednesday when the Johnson-Gewinner 
Co. began selling gasoline at a cut 
rate, 24 cents per gallon. When their 
limited supply ran out, as it soon did, 
as the autoists made a rush on their 
place, the three refining companies in 
Atlanta refused to furnish him more 
gasoline, according to Mr. Gewinner. 
The result was that his tanks were 
empty for two days. 

Mr. Gewinner wrote a letter to Mr. 
Harris, in which he charged collusion 
among the local wholesalers to keep 
him from purchasing gasoline an@ sell- 
ing it at cut-rate prices. 

Mr. Harris wired the facts as rep- 
resented by Mr. Gewinner to Washing- 
ton, with the result that the federal 
trade commission began preparations to 


{send a special investigator and attor- 
'ney to Atlanta to probe the.local sit- 


uation.

RUSSIANS CLEAR 
STRIPA RIVER LINE. 


On the eastern front the Austro- 
Germans have been forced to give up 


the entire Stripa line from Tarnopol 
to Buczacz, which they had held since 
last winter. The capture of the 
Stripa line by the Russians followed 
the taking of several towns in the 
region of Tarnopol. 

The Russian success comes closely 
on their turning of the flanks of the 
Stripa positions in the north by the 
capture of Brody and sin the south 
by the taking of Stanislau. The ad- 
vance of General Letchitzky contin- 
ues south of Stanislau, towards Halics 
and Lemburg. On the Austro-FHalian 
front the Duke of Aosta continues to 
advance south of Gorizia in the direc- 
tion of Triest and his troops have 
occupied Oppacchiazalla, six miles 
southwest of Gorizia. The Austrians 
are putting upa strong defense against 
the attempted Italian advance east.of 
Gorizia.

ALLIES REPULSED, 
GERMANS CLAIM. 


Berlin, August .\12.—( Via London.)— 
Attacks by British and French forces 
at various points, both north and south 
of the Somme, in northern France, 
have been repulse’ by German coun- 
ter attacks and argillery fire, says the 
officials statement, given out by the 
wer office today. 

A French infartry attack against 
the Thiaumont work, Verdun region, 
was thrown back, wath severe loss to 
the attackers, the statement adds. 

The cammunication concerning oper- 
ations in the westerm theater follows: 

“Strong British forces attacked be- 
tween Thiepval and the Foureaux wood 
and near Guillemont. North of Ovillers 
and near Pozieres they were repulsed 
by hand-to-hand figtsting and by coun- 
ter attacks. North of Bazentin-Le-Petit 
and near Guillemont their attacks were 
rendered futile by *cur artillery, in- 
fantry and machine gan fire. 

“Between Maurepas and the Somme 
a vigorous French attack broke down, 
but some of the French troops pene- 
trated into a small wood nortfeast of 
Hem. South of the Somme a partial 
enemy attack near Barleus met with 
no succe'ss.

HALIZ TO FALL 
TO RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, August 12.—(Via London.) 
Following the capture of the important 
railway junction of Stanislau, Galicia, 
General Letchitzky is pressing with un- 
abated vigor the movement to turn the 
right,flank of the army of General von 
Bothmer. Halicz, sixteen miles north 
of Stanislau, appears likely to fall soon. 
The Austrians are falling back on this 
point, pursued closely by Russian cav- 
alry, which is giving the Teutonic 
forces no time to reform and prepare 
to make a serious stand. 

Halicz always has been regarded as 
the key to Lemberg. Once the Rus- 
sians are in possession of that town 
they will have before them no natural 
obstacles, and will have good roads to 
Lemburg. 

The capture of Monasterzyska, ten 
miles north of the Dniester, by General 
Scherbatchoff, who threw his 
across the Zlota Lipa to co-operate with 
the forces of General Letchitzky on the 
right bank of the Dniester, south of 
Mariampol, broadens the line of attack 
upon Halicz. The wedge is being driven 
relentlessly back of General von Both- 
mer’s Tarnopol position, and promises 
to put this Austrian force in a sack 
from which it will find it difficult to 
‘extricate itself. 

South of Brody General Sakharoff is 
operating in a less spectacular way, 
but with success. He is gradually 
turning Count von Bothmer's left flank 
and threatens interruption of railway 
communications with Lemberg along 
the Tarnapol-Lemberg Line. 

Fieree battles are progressing along 
the Stokhod, with varying success. The 
counter offensive attempted by the 
Germans, north of the Kovel-Sarny 
railway appears to have been stopped 
by the Russians, who, in turn, have 
assumed the offensive in the vicinity of

TEUTON FORCES) 
BEING REGROUPED. 


Berlin, August 12.—(Via London.)— 
Today’s army headquarters statements 
indicate that the regrouping of the 
Teutonic forces in the angle formed 
by the Dniester and the Bystritza in 
Galicia is being successfully proceeded 
with. 

“The movements we have initiated 
are being carried out in accordance 
with our plans,” says the statement. 

The statement says regarding opera- 
tions on the eastern front: 

‘Front of Archduke Charles Francis: 
Lively fighting was ‘still in progress 
south of Zalocze last night. Otherwise 
no infantry activity developed north 
of the Carpathians. The movements we 
have initiated are being carried out in 
accordance with our plans. 

“During a progressive attack south 
of Zabiem in the Carpathians, we took 
700 men prisoner and captured three 
machine guns. On both sides of Capul 
height German troops have now enter- 
ed the fight, 

“Balkan Front: Weak feints by the 
enemy repeated again yesterday south 


of-Lake Dotran were speedily repelled 
by our artillery. 

“Front of Field Marshal von Hinden- 
burg: Near Dubuczcze, on the Strumen, 
west of Lake Nobel and south of Za- 
recze, Kussian attacks were rendered 


futile. 

“In the angle of the Stokhod, east 
of -Kovel, we captured several ma- 
chine guns. ‘ 

‘Strong enemy attacks on both sides 
of Troscianiec, west of Zalocze, were 
repelled. 

‘During the past few days our aerial 
squadrons found noteworthy objectives 
for their activity along the Kovel- 
Sarny railway line and in extensive 
troops encampments north of the same, 
on which they freely dropped bombs. 
A Russian aeroplane was shot down 
in an aerial fight north of Sokul.”’ 


RUSSIANS DRIVEN, 
TURKS REPORT. 


Constantinople, August 12.—(Via 
London.)—The Russian forces in the 
Bitlis-Mush sector of Turkish Arme- 
nia have been driven back further by 
the Turks, the war office announced in 
the following statement: 

“The Russian force which, owing to 
bad roads and the difficulties created 
for us by the weather, established it- 
self on the BHitligs-Mush line, hag been 
compelled gradually to retreat, leaving 
guns, rifles and prisoners in our hands. 
The Russian retreat was caused by 
Our heavy attacks and the pressure of 
our right wing on the steep chasm 
heights.

_ These and many similar suggestions 
have been discussed in the nation’s 
press, at railway directors’ meetings 
and by boards of trade, since President 
Wilson’s suggestion last December for 
a thorough investigation of the whole 
process of regulation. 

The republican and progressive con- 
ventions held thig year for exclusive 
federal control of railroadg. This fea- 
ture presents the real political issue 
involved, Mr. Hughes and Mr. Roose- 
velt have both taken vigorous positions 
on this subject.

Theodore Roosevelt oes the full 
length in urging exclusive national con- 
trol of railroads, as opposed to the

“Railroad regulation must be made 
the function of the whole nation, and 
undertaken solely by the national gov- 
ernment. The constitution was adopted 
with, as one of its special and most im- 
portant purposes, the design to secure 
absolute national control of all inter- 
national amd interstate commerce, and 
of the agencies by whichseuch such 
commerce is carried on. The national 
government must become the exclusive 
authority that deals in the interest of 
the public with questions of rates, and 
that prescribes conditions under which

“The subject of the government con- 
trol and regulation of interstate and 
foreign transportation, the efficiency 
of the existing system in protecting 
the rights of shippers and carriers and 
in promoting the public interest, the 
incorporation, or control of the incor- 
poration, of carriers and all proposed 
changes in the organtwation of the in- 


terstate commerce commission and the 
acts to regulate commerce; alsvo the 
subject of government: ownership of 
all public utilities, such as telegraphs, 
wireless, telephone, express companies 
and railroads engaged in interstate and 
foreign commerce; the wisdom or feas- 
ibility of government ownership of 
guch utilities, and as to the compara- 
tive worth and efficiency of govern- 
ment regulation and control as Ccoim- 
pared with government ownership and 
operation.” 

The joint congressional committee is 
iven power to summon witnesses, ad- 
minister oaths and call upon any other 
department or bureau of the govern- 
ment for additional information. It is 
directed to make a report to congress 
on the second Monday of January, 
1917. 

Representative Adamson, in discuss- 
ing the work of the committee, indi- 
cated that it may undertake a compre- 
hensive revision of all existing laws 
relating to interstate commerce. 

“The law to regulate commerce as 
now in force is not a uniform, compact, 
symmetrical structure easily wunder- 
stood, but in some parts hardly recon- 
cilable and sometimes inconsistent. To 
say the least of it, the diversities and 
incongruities should be carefully con- 
sidered and wherever possible unified 
and improved to the end that federal 
regulation of carriers may be success- 
fale carried oh with the best possi- 
ble service to the public.” 

Hepresentative Adamson pointed out 
that the railroads of the country re- 
quire enlarged and improved facilities, 
and must be enabled to provide them, 
or commerce will be handicapped and 
restricted. He estimates that frém 
five to fifteen billions of dollars will 
be required to supply rallroads with 
sidetracks, warehouses and other fa- 
cilities needed to handle the nation’s 
constantly expanding business. 

“When normal conditions are re- 
stored following the close of the pres- 
ent war in Europe,” said Mr. Adamson, 
“the tremendous increase of business 
will more and more burden the rail- 
roads, already inadequately equipped. 
As the roads must make a vast outlay 
for new equipment to handle more 
merchandise before they can  @ertve 
revenue therefrom, the question of fi- 
nancing these improvements becomes a 
momentous one, and that is one of the 
questions that the railroads desire to 
‘present for consideration and solution 
to the joint committee.”

That the proposal to remove 
capital from Atlanta to Macon 
dead issue—if, indeed, it ever was really 
an “issue’—was proven conclusively 
when, in the house yesterday, the pro- 
moters and champions of it, seeing sure 
and overwhelming defeat ahead, sub- 
mitted without protest to an action by 
the rules committee relegating it to 
the discard. 

The fate of the bill was foretold in 
the first and only vote upon any phese 
of it, which was had last Friday morn- 
ing on a motion to table it with all 
of its proposed amendments; and when 
the friends of the measure were able 
to muster only 87 votes to Keep the 
bill's head above water until Saturday 
morning. This vote was announced 
erroneously as 86. The mistake was 
corrected Saturday morning when Rep- 
resentative Shannon, of Twiggs, an- 
nounced from the floor that having been 
absent when the roll was called and 
declaring his vote subsequently as 
against tabling, whereas he had been 
recorded as not voting. 

Voting for the motion to table were 
78. In view of the fact that the meas- 
ure, being in the nature of a préposed 
constitutional amendment, required 126 
votes to pass-—39 more than appeared 
to favor the bill on the test vote—the 


floor leader in its behalf, Representa- 
tive Fowler, of Bibb, immediately mov-

In support of his position on this ques- 
tion. he says that the principle of ap- 
pointment now in vogue in this court is 
not in accord with democratic principles, 
on which our government is founded and 
on which it must be maintained. 

At present, the judges of the mu- 
nicipal court are appointed by the judges 
of the superior court, and the clerk and 
marshal of the municipal court are, in 
turn, appointed by the judges of the mu- 
nicipal court.

Third—The power of appointment of 
clerk and marshal ought not to be vested 
in the judges of the municipal court, 
but rather in the people whom they 
serve.

Macon Crowd Sanguine. 


Friends of the measure professed 
I'riday night high exultation over the 
showing made on the motion to table 
it, and de@lared themselves a's being 
ultra-sanguine as to the outcome on 
the floor Saturday morning. They 
argued among themselves that several 
representatives present, assured that 
the motion would be lost anyhow, 
“side-stepped” going on record at that 
time for or against it, who, upon the 
final vote, would be found upon the 
side of Macon.

Several members 
of the house who had voted against 
tabling, declared Saturday their dis- 
appointment in the rules committee’s 
arbitrary action, ‘saying that they had 
voted against tabling, that the bill 
might itself be put to a vote and “kill- 
ed foreverlasting.”” Among those thus 
expressing themselves is Garland Jones, 
of Coweta county, one of the ables‘ 
inembers on the floor, and a prominent 
candidate for speaker of the next house, 
whe said: 

“I’m sorry about this. 
matter stands now, | appear by the 
record as having favored capital re- 
moval because | voted against the mo- 
tion to lay on the table, whereas pre- 
cisely the opposite is the case. And 
several of the members have expressed 
themselves to me this morning a's beiig 
in, the same position. 

Wanted to Decide Matter. 

“I voted against the motion yester- 
day solely because 1 wanted to see the 
thing debated on the floor, given every 
chance possible, then voted upon as 
to whether or not it should pass. Hay- 
ing not a doubt that it would have 
survived such a vote, my motive was 
that, after such vote, the bill would 
have been found to have been so ef- 
fectually and emphatically snowed wun- 
der that it never would again 
confront us,

The 
only regret heard on the floor of the 
house or in the lobbies was from the 
adherents to the opposite ‘side, who 
argued that now the removalites might 
appeal to a future legislature with the 
plea that their measure was “throttled 
in committee,’ and denied a fair hear- 
ing, and thus inflict upon the state the 
useless burden of having to go through 
the capital removal fiasco all over 
again. 

The answer to this, of course, is 
found in the fact that the majority of 
the rules committee favored the re- 
moval bill and their action in dis- 
placing the bill from the aalendar 
after they had put it on for a vote 
arose from the fact that after the test 
vote on tabling they saw its case was 
hopeless and were unwilling to put 
it to a final vote.

Between 20,000 and. 25,000 
Additional Troops Are In- 
volved — War Department 
Thinks Troops Will Be 
Retter Off on Border. 


Washington, August 12.—All national 
guard units included in President Wil- 
son's call on June 18, not yet on the 
Mexican border, were ordered there to- 
day by the war department. 

Between 20.000 and 25,000 additional 
troops will thus be added to the border 
forces. National gvard troops there 
will number approximately 125,000 and 
the total of all troops on the border 
or in Mexico will be 175,000. 

Secretary Baker made a formal an- 
nouncement that the troop movement 
had nothing whatever to do with the 
Mexican situation as such, and was 
solely to relieve thousands of troops 
now held in mobilization camps only 
because they lack a few recruits to 
bring units up to the fixed minimum 


strength. 

Today’s order sends the troops from 
Kentucky, Ohio and Vermont to the 
border as soon as transportation oan 
be arranged for them, and will move 
all the others as soon as they are 
properly equipped. ; 

Reason for Order. 

War department officials decided on 
their action because the troops are 
restive in camp and there seemed to be 
no stimulus to recruiting while there 
Was no prospect of movement to the 
border. hey mow expect most of the 
regiments will be filled before the 
troops leave. 

Secretary Baker today made public 
a@ letter to a correspondent whose name 
was not disclosed, who had sug gested 
that the government should discharge 
gtate soldiers who desired to return 
to their business careers. The secre- 
tary wrote: 

“A call to arms upon any body of 
men in the country, except the regular 
army, who make a profession of the 
military life, would inevitably inter- 
rupt business, professiunal and per- 
gona] careers, and it is impossible to 
imagine any situation in which the or- 
Banized militia or mational guard of 
the several states could be summoned 
into the federal scrvice without hard- 
snip and inconvenience, and yet both 
the constitution of the United States 
and the laws made pursvant thereto 
recognize these militia and national 
@uard units as the secondary reliance 
of the government for the protection 
of the interests of the United States 
and the lives of the citizens of the 
country. 

Hepes Emergeacy Will Disappear. 


“The department regrets these incon- 
vVentences and hopes that the emergency 
Will rapidly disappear and that there 
will be such a restoration of order and 
security on the frontier as will per- 
mit the speedy return of these citizen 
soldiers to their several civilian pur- 
suits. In the meantime this depart- 
ment has taken steps to mitigate and 
relieve, as far as possibl-, the unsuual 
and exceptionnl hardships which have 
arisen in classes especially subject to 
distress by reason of the service de- 
manded. To the extent that can be 
done in fact, it will be done, but the 
primary consideration must be the 
safety of our border and the preserva- 
tion and protection of the lives of our 
citizens there.

RAILROAD RATE CAS 
WON BY SHREVEPORT 


Commerce Commission Holds 
Class and Commodity Rates 


Are Unreasonable. 


Washington, August 12.—Class rates 
and certain commodity rates between 
Shreveport, La., and points in eastern 
Texas were today pronounced by the 
interstate commerce commission un- 
reasonable and prejudicial to Shreve- 
port and ordered readjusted. The de- 
cision is the culmination of the cele- 
brated Shreveport rate case. 

The commigsion also ruled that the 
railroads must not apply to transpor- 
tation within Texas, rules or minimum 
carload weights different from or low- 
er than those applicable to freight 
between Shreveport and Texas points 
where they were prejudicial to Shreve- 
port. 

Readjustments rates which will 
remove the discrimination of which 
the Louistana railroad commission com- 

lained were ordered to become effect- 
ve not later than November 1. 

Reasonable maximums were pre- 
scribed for class rates, and new 
rates were prescribed for many com- 
modities. Principal among them cat- 
tle, stone, machinery, fruits and vege- 
tables, cotton seed and products, oil, 
print paper and some metals. 


Affeeted Structure of Rates. 


The case, which practically affected 
Linz principal structure. of raleg in the 


socalled Shreveport territory, has 
long been in litigation and once has 
been before the supreme court. The 
commission made an order which was 
expected to remove discriminationa, but 
the railroads filed new rates which the 
commission characterizes as in “al- 
leged compliance” with its order, and 
immediately complaints were made 
upon which investigation was made 
culminating in today’s action. 

he case centered around whether 
the rates between Texas cities discrim- 
inated against Shreveport, which com- 
petes with them for business. 

The commission’s order cancels that 
made about a year ago defining ‘‘east- 
ern Texas” to points within which the 
rates from Shreveport were prescribed, 
and the new rates will, therefore, ap- 
ply. to all points in the state. 

he order makes a new basis for 
rates, graded from 10 to “over 400” 
miles, a scale to be applied on a sin- 
gle line with additional charges where 
more than a single road figures in the 
transportation. 

he order requires the carriers to 
desist from maintaining after Novem- 
ber 1 their present classification pro- 
visions “between pointa in Texas’ and 
they are directed to established by that 
date between such points “the current 
western classification in effect at the 
time such traffic moves.” 


Prejudicial to Shre ort. 

“It may be regarded as established 
beyond any possibility of doubt,’’ says 
the commission's opinion, “that the 

resent relationship of rates and the 
ifferences in classification has been 
and fs now unduly prejudical to Shreve- 
port and operates to unduly restrict 
the trade and commerce of that city. 


The only excuse for this apparent. 


and admitted discrimination against 
Shreveport is to the claim of the car- 
riers that the intrastate rates in Texas 
are under the control of the Texas rall- 
road: commfasion and that the carriers 
are powerless to increase them ex- 
cept by permission of that body. The 
power and authority of this commissio 
, eee such an anne’ in a ee ° 
s nd as ma necessary re- 
move any unlaweul ‘discrimination now 
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existing again'st interstate traffic has 
been fully sustained by the supreme 
court.” 

The opinion says that two methods 
may be used to remove the discrimi- 
nations, one by increasing the Texas 
rates to the level of the interstate 
rates, the other by reducing the lat- 
ter to the basis of the intrastate rates. 
The commission says resort to the lat- 
ter method of solving the Shreveport 
problem would mean that the intra- 
atate rates would become the standard 
for interstate traffic and the effect 
would be that the rates would be ex- 
tended not only to the Louisiana city, 
but to Alexandria and Monroe in that 
atate, to Vicksburg, Miss., and other 
points in competition with Shreve- 
port. 

As to State Commissions. 

“It is perhaps unnecessary,’ con- 
tinues the opinion, “to say that the 
findings and conclusion of ‘state com- 
missions respecting the reasonableness 
of intrastate rates should ‘be iven 
great weight, that rates established 
in accordance with such findings should 
not be lightly disturbed and that we 
consider it our duty to co-operate in 
every proper way with the state au- 
thorities. But the obligation placed 
upon us by the law requires us to ex- 
ercise our ‘best judgment upon the 
facts placed before us and in a case 
such as this, prescribe justeand rea- 
sonable maximum rates and enter such 
order as shall prevent or remove un- 
due prejudice to interstate commerce, 
even though in some instances such 
action may incidentally affect that of 
intrastate rates.”

ernment’s agreement with the trust by 
which Great Britain reserves the right 
to detain any consignment until rea- 
sonable doubt of its destination has 
been gatisfied. The shippers take this 
attitude on the ground that they are 
not contractural parties to suc an 
agreement, but have acted solely on 
the promise of the foreign office that 
American consignments to the _ trust 
would be regarded as proof that the 

oods were destined for consumption in 

olland. 

This contention has not yet been di- 
rectly met by the British government, 
which, replying to recent protests, 
stated that steps would be taken to cor- 
rect any injustice shippers may have 
met asa result of detentions, after the 
investigation of individual complaints.

Stiff Taxes Approved by 
Caucus of Senate Demo- 
crats—13 Per Cent on In- 
comes in Excess of Two 
Million Dollars. 


Washington, August 12.—Revision of 
the income and inheritance, stamp and 
theater tax sections of the house reve- 
nue ‘bill as recommended by the ma- 
jority® of the finance committee was 
approved tonight ‘by the democratic 
senate caucus after many hours of 
debate. 

The proposed normal tax on incomes 
is left at 2 per cent, where the house 
had fixed it, the exemption to be $4,- 
000 for persons with families and $3,- 
000 for single persons, as in the pres- 
ent law. The rate of taxation under 
existing law is 1 per cent. 

Hates on Large Incomes. 

In addition to the normal] tax addi- 
tional taxes on large incomes will ®e 
levied as follows: 

One per cent upon the amount Dy 
which the total net income exceeds 
$20,000 and does not exceed $40,000, 2 
per cent on $40,000 to $60,000, 3 per 
cent on $60,000 to $80,000, 4 per cent 
on $80,000 to $100,000, 5 per cent on 
$100,000, 6 per cent on $150,000 to 
$200,000, 7 per cent on $200,000 to $250,- 
000, 8 per cent on $250,090 to $300,000, 9 
per cent on $300,000 to $500,000, 10 per 
cent on $500,000 to $2,000,000 and 13 
per cent on the amount by which the 
total met income exceeds $2,000,000. 

Upon the transfer of inheritances, 
the following taxes would be levied: 
One per cent of the amount of estates 
valued at not to exceed $50,000, 2 per 
cent on estates exceeding $50,000 and 
not exceeding $150,000, 3 per cent on 
$150,000 to $200,000, 4 per cent on $250,- 
000 to $450,000, 5 per cent on $450,000 
to $1,000,000, 6 per cent on $1,000,000 
to $2,000,000, 7 per cent on $2,000,000 
to $3,000,000, 8 per cent on $3,000,000 to 
$4,000,000, 9 per cent on $4,000,000 to 
$5,000,000 and 10 per cent on estates 
exceeding $5,000,000 in value. 


After Heated Debate. 


The only increase in the proposed 
income taxes over the house rates is 
from 10 to 13 per cent on incomes in 
excess of $2,000,000. The rate from 6 
to 10 per cent on estates also are ad- 
ditions to the rates proposed in the 
house bills. 

The rates were approved after heated 
debate in which some senators pro- 
posed to make still higher rates and 
others sought to have the proposed 
taxes On incomes and inheritances re- 
duced. While there is opportunity as 
long as the caucus has the bill under 
consideration to revise the list, aamin- 
istration leaders said tonight that no 
further changes were likely and that 
the Dill will go to the senate next 
week with these sections as they were 
ratified tonight. 

So anxious are the democratic lead- 
érs to complete revision of the bill in 
time for reporting to the senate by 
Tuesday, that the caucus was held in 
session until a late hour tonight, and 
it will be resumed tomorrow. A Sun- 
day caucus has not been held in many 
years. 

At tonight’s session decision on the 
munitions tax was deferred until to- 
morrow’s session, and the caucus quick- 
ly approved recommendations of the 
committee restoring some of the stamp 
taxes of the existing law and substitut- 
ing existing law for the proposed the- 
ater and moving picture house taxes. 


Stamp Taxes Restored. 


Stamp taxes, which the house ignored 
ialtogether, were restored as follows: 
Bonds, debentures and certificates of 
indebtedness, five cents on each $100: 
express and freight receipts, 1 centr 
each; telegraph and telephone mes- 
sages, 1 cent for each message for 
which a change of 15 cents or more is 
made; custom house receipts, not ex- 
on $100 in value, 25 cents: not 
exceeding $500, 50 cents; exceeding $500, 
$1; insurance policies, one-half of one 
cent on each dollar or fractional part 
of the amount of premium charged: 
foreign steamship tickets, $1 on tickets 
costing not more than $30; not exceed- 
ing $60, $8; more than $60, $5. Tickets 
costing $10 or less, exempted; Pullman 
Seats and berths, 2 cents each (one 
cent in existing law).

isting law, the rates ranging from $25 
a year on theaters having a capacity of 
not more than 250 to $100 on theaters 
with seating capacity exceeding 800. 


DEEPER SHIP CHANNEL 
FAVORED FOR MOBILE 


Washington, August 12.—Deepening 
of the Mobile, Ala., ship channel from 
27 to 30 feet and widening from 200 
to 300 feet at a cost of about $1,100,- 
000, has been recommended by the 
army board of engineers for rivers 
and harbors. It was learned todav 
that the recommendation now is 
awaiting action by Brigadier General 
William M. Black, chief of engineers. 
If he ratiries the recommendation it 
will go to congress at the next session. 

The increasing amount of shipping 
at Mobile was given as the reason for 
the board’s recommendation for a chan- 
nel equal to those of most second- 
grade ports. The depth only recently 
was increased from 23 feet.

Wilson today signed the agricultural 
appropriation bill, carrying approxi-

FOUR GEORGIA CITE 
WANT FARM LOAN BANK 


Atlanta, Macon, Augusta and 
Columbus in the 
Contest. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, August 12.—(special.)— 
The Federal Farm Loan board, which 
organized this week, has begun a can- 
vass of the situation bearing upon the 
division of the country into twelve land 
bank districts. Forty cities have ap- 
plied for banks. In Georgia the contest 
now lies between Atlanta, Augusta, Ma- 
con and Columbus. 

The members of the farm loan board 
charged with the administration of the 
law are George W. Norris, C. E. Lobdell, 
Herbert Quick and W. S. A. Smith. Sec- 
retary of the Treasury McAdoo is ex- 
officio chairman of the board. 

A feature of the new law which 
seems not to have been generally un- 
derstood is that relating to the liability 
of borrowers. The protest of the Farm- 
ers’ union against holding one man’s 
land for another's debts, was heeded. 

Under the law a borrower is reé- 
quired to take out 5 per cent in stock 
of the local farm loan association. If 
he makes a loan of $1,000, he must 
take $50 in stock. He may include this 
amount in his loan. Should the law 
prove a failure, and the loan associa- 
tion be forced to go into liquidation, 
each borrower would be liable for. .dou- 
ble the amount of his stock. This is 
the same law now applying to stock- 
holders in national banks, The para- 
graph, found in ‘section 9 of the federal 
farm loan act, reads: 

“Shareholders of every national farm 
loan association shall be held indi- 
viduallyv responsible, equally and rata- 
blv, and not one for another, for 
all contracts, debts, and engagements 
of such _associlation to the extent of 
the amount of stock owned by them 
at the par value thereof, in addition 
to the amount paid in and represented 
by their shares.”

The man securing a loan of $1,000, is 
liable only to the extent of $190. With 
the federal supervision required, it is 
not believed any of the land banks’will 
ever fail.

~ PASSED SATURDAY 


Lower House Will Consider 
Senate Bills Three Remain- 
ing Days of Session— Local 
Bills Passed Saturday.

With barely a quorum present the 
house of representatives yesterday 
passed the last house bill it can pass 
this session when it appropriated $161 
to compensate the stenographer who 
served the joint committee which in- 
vestigated the Metz audit of the state 
departments and offices. Tomorrow, 
Tuesday and Wednesday the house will 
devote exclusively to senate bills—this 
with the concurrence; rather, the ad- 
vice, of the rules committee. 

When the house convened yesterday 
morning it was to face a veritable em- 
bankment of bills pressing for passage 
and with only one day left in which to 
stow them away. Fullbright, of Burke, 
moved to extend the session to = 0 clock 
instead of 1, and to hold only one 
session during the day. The house 
permitted the motion to prevail. As 
the session wore on members became 
tired, many left the hall, and with 
only a quorum left and not a man to 
spare, needless waste of precivus time 
began when member after member, his 
pet bill out of the way, moved to ad- 
journ. With the valiant and persistent 
aid of Speaker Burwell, those members 
anxiously striving to the end that the 
assembly might finally quit with a 
clean slate, were able to vote down 
these motions and hold the scanty at- 
tendance necessary to transact business 
until the hour originally set for closing. 

The result was that a score or more 
dills—most of them af minor impor- 
tance to the state-at-large, but of vital 
importance to certain localities—were 
disposed of. 

$12,500 for Training School. 


After a hard fight and vehement de- 
bate the bill to appropriate 312,000 for 
the Georgia Training school for Girls, 
at Atlanta, was carried, YS to 28. Full-, 
bright, of Burke, led the fight for it, 
and was given able support by Andrews 
and Atkinson of Fulton, Beil of Mil- 
ton, Dart of Glynn and others. The 
speeches against the bill were mostly 
confined to three-minute explanations 
of votes. A hospital and other neces- 
sities are contemplated in the appro- 
priation measure. 

The bill to appropriate $25,000 for 
the distribution by the state ot Park's 
code to judges and justices of the 
peace of Georgia, was, upon motion of 
Bale, of Floyd, after a similar motion 
by Wohlwender, of Muscogee, had been 
ruled out of order because the motion 
followed his speech against the bill, 
laid on the table. Like disposition was 
made of the Dill of Smith, of DeKalb, 
and King, of Green, providing for the 
reimbursing of owners of live stock 
for deceased animals slaughtered bs 
order of the veterinary authorities. 

Voting Bill Lost. 

The measure providing that travel- 
ing men and other citizens might be 
empowered to cast their votes by mail 
in the event of their unavoidable ab- 
sence from their home polling places 
~On election day, was defeated by an 
overwhelming vwete to disagree with 
the report of the committee recom- 
mending it.

he bill was drawn and introduced 
by a joint commission of the senate 
and house, and its purpose was to sim- 
plify litigation and minimize the “law’s 
delay,” at once lessening the cost of 
law suits, especially to defendants in 
civil actions. 

Without effective objection the bill 
of Bale, of Floyd, providing that the 
theft of a motor vehicle shall be a 
felony, was carried. This is the bill 
over which a near fight occurred on 
the floor of the house Friday between 
its author and Davidson, of Putnam.

TRADING STAMP BILL 
STIFLED BY COMMITTEE 


Is Taken Off Calendar Satur- 
day—Was Popular Meas- 
ure From First. 


Despite the fact that practically 


every retail merchant in Georgia want- 
ed it; the further fact that it was 
urgently requested by the Atlanta Re- 
tail Merchants’ association; was in- 
dorsed by chambers of commerce and 
boards of trade generally over the 
state, and, finally, that 139 members of 
the house petitioned that they be given 
a chance to vote upon it, the anti-trad- 
ing stamp bill, twice assigned to the 
house calendar, was stricken Saturday 
by that committee, and thus killed. 

The rules committee is in absolute 
control of the house during the last 
seven days of the session—of which 
there are three to run—and it has de- 
creed, with concurrence of the house, 
that nothing but senate bills shall be 
considered Monday, ‘Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday., Were this possible, though, 
friends of the bill would not welcome 
it at this late date, because bringing 
it to an issue at an eleventh hour 
would, they argue, mean simply its 
Strangulation. ‘They prefer to let it 
stand, rather, die, and be remembered 
as sort of a legislative martyr, and the 
fight revived and pressed to a conclu- 
sion a year hence than to have it 
brought to the light and squeezed out 
in the confusion and haste of the heel- 
end of the session. 


Giant Lobby. Present. 


The bill was introduced early. In 
committee it was fought, bitterly 
fought, and the fight won vy the meas- 
ures friends. Then it drifted into the 
doldrums of the committee on rules. 
Efforts were made, hard and continu- 
ously, to get it out. Not another bill 
of the session was so vigorously and 
persistently lobbied against, however, 
and the friends of the vill, on the com- 
mittee and elsewhere, had an uphill 
pull. Blackburn, of Fulton, fought the 
measure’s battle in committee, and 
twice he succeeded in having it assign- 
ed to a place on the calendar. Neither 
time, however, was it reached. 

Once, a week ago last Wednesday, it 
was set for the afternoon session, to, 
begin at 3 o’clock, and had an excel-' 
lent chance of being reached. However, 
a special meeting of the committee was 
held at 2:30, ana when that meeting 
adjourned the “trading stamp” bill -had 
disappeared entirely from view. Black- 
burn is said to have “gone to the mat” 
again for the bill last week, and got 
it assigned for Friday. It was not 
reached, however, at either session of 
Friday and when the house opened Sat- 
urday morning the bill again was gone.

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Hughes Attacks Adminis- 
tration Because of South- 
érn Men Attached to It. 
Says South’s Hope Is in 
G. O. P. Policies.

Helena, Mont., August 12.—Charles 
E. Hughes, continuing his attacks on 
the administration for its appointments, 
today charged Secretary McAdoo “upon 
reliable information,’ with having re- 
placed Henry N. Clapp, formerly con- 
fidential secretary to John G. Carlisle, 
with Daniel E. Finn, son of “Battery 
Dan” Finn, a Tammany leader, as as- 
sistant appraiser of merchandise at 
New York.

~ WITH SECURITIES? 


Puzzled Authorities on Se- 
curity Values Find Answer 
in the Recently Estimated 
Huge Nation-Wide Crop 
Damage. 


New York, August 12.—(Special.)— 
To the great astonishment of many 
people both in and out of Wall etreet, 
trading in stocks early this week fell 
off until only 120,000 shares changed 
hands in a full day’s business, that is, 
five hours. Time and time again in the 
very recent past the record of daily 
stock transactions, as shown by the 
tape has exceeded 1,000,000 shares. 
On one occasion, the million and a 
half mark was almost touched. For 
Saturday—that is, a two-hour day— 
only 47,000 shares changed hands. Thus 
with business in Wall etreet almost 
down to the vanishing point, on all 
sides early this week, the question 
was asked, “What is the matter with 
the stock market?’ 

“Look at our foreign trade balance 
for the fiscal year just ended, two and 
one-quarter billions, an increase of more 
than 100 per cent over last year’s new 
high record,” the head of one large 
Stock exchange house exclaimed ag- 
gressively. “Look at the Steel corpora- 
tion earning 81% millions in three 
months, or as much as was earned 
during the whole of 1914, with the sell- 
ing prices of many products up §2 a 
ton last week, and other advances of 
2 this week. Look at your bank clear- 
ings, July, June, May and every oth- 
er month this year, showing new high 
records. First look at your record rail- 
way reports, now being published, and 
then look at the stocks of those com- 
panies. You can hardly see them move 
as they drift along. What is the mat- 
ter with the stock market?’ 

As for Steel common today the whole 
world is clamoring fer eteel in one 
form or another, and nowhere in the 
whole world, including England, France 
and Germany, is there such a perfect 
steel-producing machine as the United 
States Steel corporation. The situation 
however, certainly igs not being refiect- 
ed in the market for steel shares, the 
price for that stock with the extra 
divided on, vay - lower than back in 
1909.

GOVERNOR DEFENDS 
CLEMENCY POWER 


Harris Tells DeKalb Citi- 
zens That “Our Courts Do 
Not Always Administer 
Ideal Justice.” 


Decatur, Ga. August 12.—-(Spectal.) | 


That there is frequently a variance in 
the severity of sentences pronounced 
‘by different judges and that other ir- 
regularities in the courts often bring 
about unjust sentences for men con- 
victed, and that the remedy of such 
sentences is one of the objects of the 
power to exercise clemency which is 
conferred upon the governor was the 
argument of Governor Nat E. Harris 
in his speech here today. 

Governor Harris declared that “mercv 
is not strained and the man who exer- 
cises it is nearest to God.” He said 
he hoped his heart would never be- 
come so hard that it would refuse a 
hearing to the unfortunate and deserv- 
ing, and that if the people of Georgia 
desired a governor with a stene in the 
Place of a heart they must look else- 
where for him. 


Duty of Mercy. 


The governor’s remarks on the duty 
of mercy were in part: 


“Mr. Dorsey has criticised me for what he 
the improper use of the pardon 
power 

“His platform seems to commit him to 
the position that this power ought never to 
be used unless some evidence has come to 
light since the trial, or some event has oc- 
curred that if known before. would have 
changed the verdict. 

“This would put a plea for pardon upon 
the same footing as a motion for a new trial 
and constitute the governor a judictal of- 
feer to determine whether or not sufficient 
facts had been developed to render the guilt 
of the accused a matter of doubt and un- 
certainty. 

“After I had examined the record and. 
found some seventeen cases in which appli- 
cation for clemency had been recommended 
by Mr. Dorsey, I reached the conclusion that 
his contention meant. if reasonably inter- 
preted. that no clemency was to be granted 
In ¢ases In which Mr. Dorsey had 
filed a recommendation. All the reat of the 


) State was to be outlawed in this regard. 


“Our courts do not administer ideal justice 
The jurles often find incorrect verdicts, and 
the courts frequently render unjust judge- 
ments One judge may eentence to two 
years’ imprisonment for an offense that an- 
other judge would sentence to ten years, or 
the opposite Irregularities occur in this 
respect Failure to have witnesses present 
the court who could throw light on the 
fituntion, taking a prejudiced furor who 
might control the entire panel, making w® 
wrong ruling by the court on questions of 
law. which, if ruled in a 4ifferent way. 
might have eventuated In a verdict just the 
opposite of that which was rendered Ail 
these and a thousand other things render 
the verdicts of juries and judgementa of 
eourts uncertain as any other matters that 
occur In our human lives 


Remedy for Deficiencies. 


“The governor is expected to uve the par- 
doning power tu remedy deficiencies in the 
law, (oO reach cases that the law would not 
reach, and to do for any offender, unjustly 
what those courts cannot do 

“There are eight thousand criminals in 
our penitentiaries. A large number of them 
sentenced for life, many for long years, and 
frome for comparatively short periods. 

“These appeal cases sometimes have about 
them the most pathetic features imaginable 
Some gray-haired men serving in the pent- 
tentiary have become burdens upon the state 
and would be willingly taken care or at 
home Many have been worn out and been 
forgotten by their people. Some are surrer- 
ing with various diseuses, not the least 
which is that awful destroyer, tuberculosis. 
Many of these have repented of the evil 
Which they did. Many have turned thesr 
thoughts inward and prayed for a new start. 
Should a man turn aside from such things 
as these when a proper case is presented to 
him, and the law and the facts justify the 
conciusion that the offense has been atoned 
for, that the punishment has been sufficiently

Amiral Aube, which arrived here this 
afternoon, denied street rumors, which 
were credited to one of his orderlies, 
to the effect that the Amiral Aube had 
received a wireless message Tuesday 
from a British patrol boat on the At- 
lantic coast, stating that the patrol 
boat had sunk he German merchant 
submarine Deutschland on August &. 


no information whatever that the 
Deutschland had been sunk and that all 
such reports were absolutely false. 

Westerby Howe, consular agent of 
France, at this port, also declared there 
was no truth in the reports that the 
Amiral Aube had received any wireless 
message stating the Deutschland had 
been sunk, and investigation tonight 
revealed that the report was merely a 
street rumor which was attributed to 
an unnamed orderly of the cruiser’s 
captain. 

Captain Leskivit said his ship would 
leave tomorrow morning at 9:30. “We 
need no repairs,” he said; “everyone is 
in good health and we have plenty of 
coal. Our stay here has been pleasant. 
The men have enjoyed the brief shore 
leave, which they badly needed and 
which they have been permitted tonight, 
and we are all happy. Tomorrow we 
again will be on the sea.” 

Denies Sinking Story.

The other principal question over 
which Mr.’ Candler has jurisdiction is 
the re-leasing or other disposition of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad, upon 
expiration of the present lease. By 
virtue of the fact that Mr. Candler is 
chairman of the state railroad commis- 
sion, by act of the legislature, he is 
also chairman of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad commission which has 
charge of the disposition of this valu- 
able asset of the state when the present 
lease expires. He has already, with 
the Western and Atlantic commission, 
spent a year in study of the problems 
connected with the advantageous dis- 
position of this property, and it would 
take a long while for a successor to 
acquaint himself with these details.

Travelers’ Aid Work. .- 


The meeting of the Atlanta Voman’s 
Missionary association, having in 
charge the work of the travelers’ aid, 
was held the second Wednesday of this 
month at the Central Congregational 
church, Reports from the agents at 
the railroad stations showed that during 
the month of July 272 women were as- 
sisted, 152 girls, 87 children and 40 
men, making a grand total of 549 per- 
sons who received needed help in food 
Or money or advice. Of this number 
four were sent to the hospital, 14 to a 
charitable home, 19 to the Associated 
Charities, three to the Annie Crusoe 
club, three to the Y. M. C. A., employ-

Movement Teaches Service and Meeis the Demand of the Young Woman Who Has Nothing te 
Do and Fills the Time and Place Where Restlessness Might

Juliette Low, the founder, organizer 
and sole financier of the Girl Scouts of 
America, is a Savannah woman. 

“The promoters of the movement in 
its present successes are Georgia péo- 
ple, and yet beyond interest in Savan- 
mah and Waynesboro there is little ex- 
pressed in the movement in Georgia, 
though no state in the union needs 
more the service of the Girl Scouts 
render than Georgia,’ is the statement 
made by Miss Edith Johnston, of Sa- 
vannah, one of executive secreta- 
ries of the organization. 

“Why hasn't progressive Atlanta an 
organization?” asks Miss Johnston, and 
she continues: 

“The national organization of Girl 
Scouts has now become a weil-estab- 
lished institution of welfare work, and 
under the able direction of Montague 
Gammon, the recently appointed chief 
@xecutive, we expect to grow as never 
before. Mr. Gammon has acquired a 
state-wide reputation. as former di- 
rector of playgrounds in Savannah, and 
his efficient handling of this work in- 
sures future growth of the Girl Scouts. 

“If I may venture to criticise my 
beloved state, I must say that Georgia 
has not properly recognized the -part 
she has played in this movement, for 
ehe has the right to claim the entire 
privilege of being the instigator in 
this great cause. 


GEORGIAN 
THE FOUNDER. 


“Does she realize that the founder, 
Organizer and sole financier of the 
national office of the Girl Scouts in the 
United States is Juliette Low, a former 
Savannahian; that the first troops were 
tried out in Savannah; that the na- 
tional office has been directed only 
by Georgians, Edith Johnston of Savan- 
nah, Cora Neal of Rome, Louise Kol- 
lock of Atlanta, and Montague Gam- 
mon of Rome, and that as a result of 
this pioneer work of Georgians, troops 
of Girl Scouts have rapidly been or- 
@anized and are continuously being 
formed in every state of the union, and 
that educators and prominent people 
in the large cities are recognizing the 
Movement as one that offers the best 
all-round training for young girls? 

“Massachusetts has a flourishing and 
well-directed state organization, man- 
aged by Olive Lesley, formerly a work- 
er in the Grenfell mission. Why hasn't 
Georgia a state organization with a 


the 


field secretary? Surely only because 
the. necessity has not been brought 
forcibly enough before her. Ig*it not 
our duty to give to the girls of Geor- 
gia this wonderful opportunity for 
training in citizenship and charaeter’” 
At the convention of the Georgia Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs in Macon in 
October, it is my purpose to bring this 
matter before the women of the state 
and ask them to consider the matter of 
a state organization of Girl Scouts, for 
in forming these groups of young girls, 
known as Girl Scouts, we are sowing 
the seeds of future federation work, for 
— trying to teach through these 
cMannels the very essence of federation, 
the influence and service of women. 
“There are a few troops of Girl 
Scouts in Georgia besides the branch 
in Savannah. There is one in Dublin, 
and one in Waynegboro, and I believe 
others are in correspondence now with 
the national office. By all means At- 
lanta should have a fine local branch.” 


PURPOSE 


AND AIM. 

Further describing the organization, 
Miss Johnston claims that its aims and 
purposes are to teach girls to become 
self-helpful and capable women through 
the activities of the scheme, and to help 
them to be good women and good citi- 
zens. Scouting is thus described: 

“Scouting first, last and all. the time, 
is the development of self-resourceful- 
ness by contact with life and the com- 
munity, through outdoor activities and 
the daily routine.” 

First aid to the injured and signalling 
with the semaphore and Morse codes, 
which are included in the second and 
first-class tests, were taught in the 
scout plan long before the Chevy Chase 
camp was opened, and before “Prepar- 
edness’ became the watchword of the 
United States. - 

Patriotism and love of country are 
strongly emphasized, and are brought 
out forcibly in all gatherings of Girl 


| Scouts. 


Domestic usefulness is stressed as one 
of the principles of the Girl Scout 
movement, and service—always serv- 
ice in some good direction. 

“The foundation of the Girl Scouts,” 
declares Miss Johnston, “is the scout 
law, and here is where the moral train- 
ing begins and continues through the 
daily life. The daily ‘good turn’ teaches 
thoughtfulness for others, and the scout 
promise sums up the moral duty of a 
scout, ‘To do my duty to God and my 
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Single figure, a patrol leader 


country; to help other people at all 
times, and to obey the scout law.’” 

In discussing her plans for further or- 
ganization in Georgia Miss Johnston 
urges: 

“A state-wide organization by organ- 
izing troops in all cities, towns and 
some of the smaller communities, 
through a field secretary employed for 
the purpose. There should be state of- 
ficers who would assist by counsel] and 
advice, and thus a federation of the 
Girl Scouts of Georgia would be formed, 
perhaps with annual conventions and 
meetings ofadclegates.” 


WORK OF 
MRS. LOW. 


Mrs. Juliette Low, the founder of the 
Girl Scouts in this country, is a per- 
sonal friend of Sir Robert and Miss Ag- 
nes Baden-Powell, the originators of 
the Boy Scouts and Girl Guides of: Eng- 
land, and from them she received per- 
mission to bring the movement to this 
country, and to adapt their handbook to 
the needs and activities of the Ameri- 
can girl. She formed the first troops 
in Savannah in March, 1912, and these, 
proving successful, she decided in the 
spring of 1918 to make the movement 
a national one. Mrs. Low has support- 
ed and is supporting the national head- 
quarters entirely out of her personal 
means, but it would be too stupendous 
for her to extend her financial support 


beyond that office, therefore local or- 
ganizations have to find ways and 
means of self-support if they wish to 
form a local council.

Miss Louise Kollock, of Atlanta, is 
now local secretary of the Philadel- 
phia Girl Scouts, and is meeting with 
much cordiality in her work in that 
city.

Gammon then took charZze. 

Miss Neal gave amply of her ability 
and heart interest to the movement, 
and the national work grew steadily 
under her wise management. She fol- 
lowed Miss Johnston as national sec- 
retary one year after the opening of 
the national headquarters in Washing- 
ton. Miss Johnston assumed charge 
in June, 1918, and did the ploneer work 
of the first year. 

VALUE OF 
THE MOVEMENT. 

The Girl Scouts is an organization 
which is broadly democratic in organi- 
zation and purpose. It extends itself 
to all who would respond to it, and its 
membership includes all elements of 
women; those who have worked and 
who Know the needs covered by the 
service the Girl Scouts render; those 
who have plenty of leisure on their 
hands and who wish to use some of it 
for the benefit of others; those who de- 
sire to get in touch with their fellow 
beings, to know them the better, and 
those who see in the movement an op- 
portunity to serve God, cheir country 
and mankind in a normal possible way. 

There are innumerable young 
in every community in Georgia who 
have not enough interest in their lives, 
who could better develop their own 
characters and lives if they had more 
responsibility and more to do, but who 
have no inspiration to go out and find 
themselves while they find others. For 
these I see in the Girl Scout move- 
ment a great blessing. 

Scarcely a week passes that there is 
not the question put to me by some 


young woman: “I wish something to do, 


to interest me, to occupy me. I wish 
I could work.” There are compara- 
tively few young women whose social 
obligations require all of their time 
or who are so taken up with home re- 
sponsibilities they would not be better 
for some other interest—something to 
broaden their viewpoint. There are 
others who do not care for social ac- 
tivities; who have comfortable homes. 
who do not have to earn wage, but 
who lead rather an aimless life, un- 
less there comes to them some interest 
that not only diverts but holds them 
in some sort of service. For all of 
these the Girl Scout movement affords 
a@ great opportunity, so that one can 
see in the organization a value, not 
merely as ar organized force for gerv- 
ice to others, but a force which tends 
to directly develop the individual mem- 
ber. 

Restlessness is the charge made 
made against all elements of women in 
this the twentieth century. That 
probably is a good name for it. Maybe 
it ought not to be; that women were 
better off when they did not go so 
willingly into the field of the wage- 
earner; when they were satisfied to 
stay at home and be supported when 
it wa's a drain on the life of one or 
more members of a family. It were 
better probably when the world was 
still in that period of civilization, in 
the art of living, when tallow candles 
were used instead of gas and elec- 
tricity, and when a tin pan on the 
back porch took the place of the now 
well-equipped sanitarily constructed 
bathroom or house. Even if those con- 
ditions were the best for human kind, 
they do not exist now where people 
separated from ignorance and enlight- 
ened in the way to live, are to be 
found, and there is no use working 
against conditions which do exist, and 
which lead women and men alike to 
feel the irresistible desire to be doing 
something—the desire misled or mis- 
directed resulting in restlessness. 


PRETTY, 
AMMLESS CREATURES, 

One has only to go upon the getreet 
of the big city, in the smaller town, 
or even upon the public square or rail- 
road crossing of the little community 
to note the number of young women 
who have nothing to do. In the city 
they congregate at the soft drink 
places; at the bargain counters in the 
large stores and in the moving picture 
shows. They go from the residence 
portion of towns? the center of things; 
promenade harm” $sly up and down the 
street and then return and take the 
cat which gets them back to the homes 
they leave. In the smaller town the 
diversions are less, and in the smaller 
community, the tired traveler passing 
through, find® his tired glance met by 
the curious open eyes of the pretty, 
idle girls who assemble at train time 
to see the people in the car windows. 

For every one of these girls in the 
big city, the small town and the rural 
community, one can see the advantage 
of a local council of the Girl Scouts. 
They can, through, the organization, 
develop their first real interest, and 
before they know it find themselves 
happy in rendering service to others, 
where formerly they were unhappy and 
restless in idle, aimless existence, 

It is to be hoped that the Georgia 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, hearing 
the a of the organizers of the 
Girl Scotts of America, will help the 
movement in Georgia, and that by next 
year Georgia will send reports to the

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MRS. HAMMOND DISCUSSES 
WORK FOR THE NEGRO. 

Editor Woman's Department: Can 
you make room for the following facts, 
which must encourage every southerner 
who hopes for rational and Christian 
solutions of our various racial difficul- 
ties? They show the south working in 
many states and in many ways toward 
justice, co-operation, and a broad un- 
derstanding of what human betterment 
involves in our section. 

In Shreveport, La., the city board of 
heaith offers a series of cash prizes 
to the colored church or other organi- 
zation which secures among its mem- 
bership the largest percentage of homes 
screened against flies and musquitoes. 
It also offers prizes for the most san- 
itary yards. 

Virginia, for several years, has ap- 
propriated money to put young colored 
delinquents in Christian colored homes 
instead of in jail. The work is super- 
vised by the state, but is actually done 
by a well-to-do colored man who gives 
his services to the work, which is re- 
forming 95 per cent of the boys. 

Kentucky for years appropriated $8,- 
000 annually for similar work, conduct- 
ed by negroes under state supervision, 
both dependent and delinquent children 
being cared for. It has been so mark-

‘vests $10,000 a year in this salvage of

The District of Columbia has demon- 
strated that negro crimihals can be both 
managed and reformed by the honor

of Tennessee, which is just establish- 
ing its first honor prison camp for ne- 
groes, is the firsi of our southern states 
to profit by the demonstration. ‘There 


|will soon be others—Georgia, it is to 


be hoped, included. One city in North 
Wilmington, is succeeding 
with the same system locally applied. 

Richmond, Va., is preparing a park 
for colored people. Louisville, Ky., and 
New Orleans have municipal play- 
grounds for them. The board of educa- 
tion has provided a small playground 
in connection with one of the colored 
schools in Augusta, Ga.; and one has 
been recently opened in Wilmington, 
North Carolina. : 

In Norfolk, Va., a social service com- 
mittee of 25 men has been appointed 
from churches of all white denomina- 
tions to study the needs of Norfolk 
colored people, and to co-operate with 
the better class of negroes in meeting 
those needs. The Norfolk Chamber of 
Commerce has appointed a committee 
of five to assist in this work. 

Over 200 local auxiliaries of 
Missionary Society of 
Methodist ‘Episcopal Church, South, 
scattered throughout the southern 
States, are through their social service 
committees co-operating with the col- 
ored church women of their communi- 
ties in various forms of betterment 
work for negroes. 

These facts, and others like them, 
should have the widest publicity. The 
Spirit from which they spring is con- 
tagious; and the faster we all catch it 
the sooner will racial friction disappear.

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MRS. NORA D. POWELL 
HOME FROM EUROPE. 

An Atlanta woman was the first to 
bring to the millinery market of Balti- 
more the first story of fall hats. She 
is Mrs. Nora Daly Powell, formerly of 
Atlanta, now buyer for a large retail 
house in Baltimore. She compares the 
attitude of the fashion world of London 
and Paris, and tn an interesting inter- 
view recently said, in part: 

“You could never have guessed that 
England was engaged in war. Wom- 
en's clothes are just as elaborate and 
fanciful as ever, and except for the 
number of khaki-clad men, there was 
nothing to indicate the terrible cloud 
under which London is laboring. There 
seems no scarcity of money and no sub- 
duing of color. I saw scarcely any 
mourning—not enough to attract my 
attention, anyhow. The stores are filled 
with the most beautiful things, and the 
output has not been lessened in even 
the slightest degree. Women have tak- 
en the most efficient hold of the men’s 
positions and are doing the work just 
as well.” 

PARISIANS 
WEARING CREPE. 

On the other hand, the most striking 
thing about Paris, said Mrs. Powell, 
was the number of children who were 
dressed in black crepe. Little tots of 4 
and 5 years, she said, were gowned in 
loose black frocks, relieved only by a 
gulmpe of white net. Older children 
wore the black unrelieved. Black, in- 
deed, formed the most conspicuous note 
in sharp contrast to England. Almost 
every woman wore a touch of black in 
some form or other. 

Yet, although there was an absence 
of the brilliant gowns that have figured 
in other years at the races, Mrs. Powell 
said that there was no lessening of typ- 
ical Parisian effects or any absence of 
style. Dresses and hats have struck a 
much aimpler note; they were not as 
vivid in coloring, were not as heavily 
decorated, she said, and were marked 
by decidedly plainer lines, but the ma- 
terlale were richer than ever. 

“It was a wonderful picture to see 
the handsome beautifully-gowned Pa- 
risian women pacing the boulevards, 
rolling before them blind and wounded 
soldiers in chairs,” continued Mrs. Pow- 
ell. “Two and three would get behind 
one chair and would walk along the 
avenues, laughing and chatting with a 
man who perhaps was minus both legs. 
Whatever the French may have suf- 
fered, they have retained their spirits. 
The sparkle for which they have made 
themselves famous is still with them, 
and they laugh and joke, even though 
their hearts are aching beneath.” 
ORIGINALITY 
IS LACKING. 

In Paris, also, there was no lack of 
production due to the withdrawal of 
the men,” said Mrs. Powell. The shops 
were filled with all manner of lovely 
things, the one conspicuous lack being 
in ideas rather than in output. Orig- 
inality for perhaps the first time is now 
at a premium, many of them being 
frankly taken from America. 
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Hats were bringing fabulous prices, | 
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she said. Taffeta has doubled in value, 
and one can scarcely be purchased at 
any price, so limited is the supply. Vel- 
vet is equally scarce, as well as hat- 
ters’ plush and silk. French felt is 
being extensively introduced as a sub- 
stitute, but ig not well received. 

The full season, it was stated, would 
be unique, inasmuch as the shapes 
would be both extremely large and ex- 
tremely small. Militarism is mirrored 
in every creation. Eagles, epaulets, in- 
Signia, aeroplanes, tassels, buttons, 
braids and military designs appear on 
every one. Many of these designs are 
embroidered in silk or gold thread. * 

In spite of the danger and the long 
delays attached to the shipments of 
g00ds to America, Paris and London 
were receiving as heavy orders as in 
previous years, Mrs. Powell said. One 
New York firm gave an order to Louise 
recently for 575,000. Orders for velvets 
and taffetas, however, have had to be 
countermanded, inasmuch as the fac- 
tories cannot gét them out. Colors will 
be uniformly dark, with purple in the 
lead.

NORTH AND SOUTH 
GEORGIA JOIN HANDS 


Dorsey Is Greeted by Voters 
as the Man Who Can In- 
stitute New Regime in the 
Statehouse—Sidelights on 
His Recent Trip. 


By Britt Craig. 

I have just finished a political junket 
with Hugh Dorsey through the hills of 
north Georgia. I amgeither a prophet 
nor a son of a ot but it takes 
neither to see that Dorsey is going to 
sweep practically every vote in the sec- 
tion of the state through which he has 
just spoken. I have been with him on 
other trips in his remarkable campaign 
for the governorship—in central Geor- 
gia and south Georgia and elsewhere— 
and I have seen the people everywhere 
rise to his support almost as a single 
man, but nowhere have I seen such 
overwhelming loyalty as in his latest 
tour. 

‘Everywhere he has spoken on this 
trip—and he has made two and three 
speeches a day—he has been greeted 
with tremendous crowds, and the en- 
thusiasm with which his speeches have 
been received, the thousands of expres- 
sions of approval of his principles, the 
never-ceasing wonder of how his name 
is on the tongue of every man—yes, man 
and woman, too—leaves not the shadow 
of a doubt but that he has won against 
all comers. 

There's a Reason. 

And there is a reason for this. 

Expressions from a thousand people 
show what that reason is. The people 
of Georgia realize that this state needs 
Something, and that that something is 
a new order of things in the state- 
house, with especial respect to the pres- 
ervation of the integrity of the courts 
and the verdicts of the people’s juries. 
The fundamental principle of justice 
is handed down through many genera- 
tions in the Anglo-Saxon strain of the 
people of the hill country, and they 
are fully aware that a critical moment 
has arrived in Geergia when the life of 
this principle must be preserved. Fur- 
ther, they Know that Dorsey stands for 
just this and, having seen the man, 

é faith is ip them that he can and 
will see to it that this principle is pro- 
tected and perpetuated in Georgia. 

There is nothing of hysteria in the 
tidal wave of support that is sweeping 
in behind Dorsey, but there is apparent 
a wzrim earnest determination that be- 
speaks a public mind that has diag- 
nosed the case and Is convinced of the 
remedy.

Dorsey's victory, for victory it is at 
this good moment, will reveal the uni- 
versal wish of the people for a new po- 
litical regime-——for ethics, character, 
staunchness, courage, sincerity in state- 
house activities.

Dorsey new traditions, worthier princi- 
ples, greater efficiency. It is vigor, 
manhood and honesty they want, and 
they are rising as one man to demand it. 

A man wrapped up in enthusiasm for 
any cause is subject to a loss of per- 
spective and liable to rash statement, 
but I do not believe that [am exagger- 
ating the situation in the slightest. I 
am firmly convinced that everything 
I -have said is fully justified by the 
facts, and J believe that a recital of 
some of the interesting incidents of this 
week’s campaign, which have conveyed 
these impressions to my mind, will be 
of benefit not only in showing that I 
know whereof I speak, but in convine- 
ing you that the political wind is blow- 
ing in no other direction that just as 
I have stated. 


Cartersville Turns Out.

Educational Legislation 


There is now, ripe for action in the senate, the compulsory education 
bill already passed by the house. A number of school attendance measures 
have been presented, but it is highly gratifying to the club women who have 
worked so long and faithfully for legislation along this line that the Redwine 
bill, the one they indorsed, is about to become a law. 

There seems to be little doubt that -the senate will concur with the 
house in regard to this important legislation, but the time is short and every 
influence must be exerted to have the Dill introduced. 

The Redwine bill is short and to the point, and is entitled, “An act to 
require school attendance of children over 8 and under 14 years of age, when 
they have not completed the fourth grade of school work, and are not ex- 
empted from this act by local educational authorities, and for other purposes.”’ 

It is also eagerly expected that the Elder illiteracy commission bill, the 
free kindergarten and free school bills will be carried by this legislature. The 
Persons 2-mill local tax measure should become a law also, and then Georgia 
will have made rapid strides beyond the low standard at which she has been 
rated, and take her place, shoulder to shoulder, with those states doing the 
best progressive educational work. 

The Ellis health bill passed by the state legislature last session, and 
heartily indorsed by the Federation of Women’s Clubs, covers the require- 
‘ments of the act now pending to provide a free dental clinic for public schools. 
Both bills are good ones, but the latter seems superfluous if the former is 
effectively carried out. Georgia is rapidly enacting laws that stand for the 
best ideals—to enforce them is the next progressive step. 
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Affiliation With National Council 


At the recent biennial convention of women’s clubs, the General Federa- 
tion was admitted to membership in the National Council of Women. The 
last General Federation Magazine gives a cordial greeting to all club women 
from Mrs. Philip N. Moore, president of the National Council of Women. Mrs. 
Moore also stresses the significance of such a union of force as the five million 
women composing the United States council bring to the nation and even 
to the world. This council has stepped from nationalism to internationalism, 
and is one of the twenty-three councils of women of the world. 

The president of each council is ex-officio a vice president of the inter- 
national council, and a member of that council's executive committee. The 
chairman of each standing committee in the national council is a member of 
¢he same committee, if it exists, in the international council. The council 
of the United States was the first of all national councils to be formed, realiz- 
ing that there must be a representative body of women as a national basis 
before initiating the idea of an international union of women working toward 
eonstructive, co-operative ideals. The women of all nations are ready to 
begin the work of reconstruction after the conflict of the war that has done 
so much to broaden our sympathies. 

The meetings of the international council are quinquennial, the next one 
taking place in 1919, in Christiania, Norway. The meetings of the national 
council of the United States are biennial, being held in the odd years, al- 
though the last was adjourned to January, 1916, In order to welcome Lady 
Aberdeen, international president.

Following the action of the New York 
Biennial Convention of Women's Clubs, 
the following announcement ha's been 
sent out by Mrs. Francis D. Everett, 
corresponding secretary:

Apart from the fact that Dal- 
las is five hundred miles from the bor- 
der, congressmen whom I have con- 
sulted see no reason for believing that 
anything will oecur to justify chang- 
ing our place of meeting.

glory, our tribute, the superb monu- 
ment, Mrs. Eugene Little, president 
of the North Carolina division, and I 
made a study of this work about a 


/ month ago, and we both felt that words 


could never express the grandeur of 
its conception. 

Mrs. Alexander R. White, 
general of Shiloh monument, has re- 
cently returned from Chicago, where 
she went to inspect the nearly finished 
monument. She writes that it wil 
be far more beautiful than she antici- 
pated and that she hopes we will be 
able in the early fall to unveil on 
Shiloh battle field a monument to our 
confederate dead equally as beautiful 
as the one at Arlington, Daughters, 
cannot we have every penny for this 
monument on hand then? The Sons of 
Veterans contributed most liberally, 
both in cash and pledges, during the 
reunion in Birmingham, and only a 
few thousand dollars more will be 
needed. 

I feel more encouraged about the 
sum for the window to be placed in 
the Red Cross building to the women of 
the sixties. Mrs. B. Tate, treasurer 
general, reports having $678.80 to its 
credit, and Mrs. A. C. MecKimbrough has 
collected about $500, which, in accord- 
ance with the ruling of the San I ran- 
cisco convention, she will turn over to 
Mrs. Tate. There are many states yet 
to be heard from with their contribu- 
tions. Miss Mabel Boardman, pre'sident 
of the Red Cross society, writes that 
she plans to have a “memorial book,” 
beautifully bound, in which will be 
inscribed the names of contributors to 
the window and names of individuals 
in whose memory gifts are made. This 
book will be placed in a glass case 
in the assembly room. 

For several years the Children of 
the Confederacy have been foremost in 
mind: and from numerous letters 
[ receive regarding them, I am more 
impressed than ever with the import- 
ance of having them become more 
closely allied to the general society. 
Mr’s. Philip Holt, director of the Chil- 
dren of the Confederacy of North Caro- 
lina, was authorized by me to offer 
at the Dallas convention a very beau- 
tiful banner to be given the Children’s 
chapter sending in the best article, 
only one article to be sent in from 
each state. Mrs. Holt is chairman of 
this contest, and al] inquiries must be 
made to her at Rockv Mount, N. C. 

While ] have not been able to an-

On July 12 I appeared with General 
Estopinal and Captain DeLeon before 
the house committee of military affairs 
at a hearing of the Works bill. While 
the great number of the committee ap- 
peared to be in favor of the bill, I 
realize that the unsettled condition of 
the country will most likely retard 
for some time the passage of any bills 
of such character. Therefore, I tru'st 
that you will urge your state senators 
and representatives to raise their vet- 
erans’ pensions to at least ten dollars 
a month, the amount given bv Ten- 
nessee, Kentucky, Missouri, Florida and 
Oklahoma. 

The great grief that ha’s fallen upon 
the president of the Tennessee division 
in the death of her husband, Mr. J. 
Norment Powell, is shared, I know, by 
all her associates. Mr. Powell, at the 
recent Tennessee convention held at 
Johnson City, won the hearts of all 
who attended by his graciousne’ss and 
desire to do all in his power for the 
welfare of the United Daughters of 
the Confederacy, and -I feel that we 
have lost a valuable co-worker.

But a sunken spot here, a 
pile of brick there, a rough hewn headstone 
without lettering—a few old flowers, and 
that is all—all that is left to show that the 
spot was once tended by loving hands. 

The grave of General Elijah Clarke, aft 
his plantation, Woodburn, on the border line 
of Wilkes and Lipcoln countjes, is a parallel 
case. His wife, Hannah, sleeps at his side, 
but there is no record in stone to mark 
the spot. General Clarke died in 1792, just 
eight years after the ciose of the war. 

Gravea Located. 

The following have been definitely located: 

At Smyrna church, within the Talbot in- 
closure, John Talbot, a captain in the revo- 
lutionary war, also a member of the house 
of burgesses of Virgtnia: Colonel Daniel 
Creswell], one of General Green's officers, and 
a Major William Triplett. 

A few miles beyond Smyrna, on what is 
known as Simon's Hill, ts the grave of Cap- 
tain Abraham Simons, a wealthy Jew, who 
fought in the revolution, and also in the 
war of 1812, having been master of trans- 
portation under (ieneral Jackson. The sepul- 
cher of Captain Simons is one of the his- 
toric spots of Wilkes county. He had it 
built before his death, of solfd stone ma- 
eonry, with a handsome iron gate, and tin 
compliance with his directions he was en- 
tomed standing erect with his trusty mus- 
ket at his side. 

Within the corporate 
ton is the family burying ground 
Longs, and here lies the body of Colonel 
Nicholas Long, who also served itn both 
wars, the revolution and the war of 1812 

Four miles below Washington, on the 
plantation of Mr. Enoch Johns, is the bury- 
ing ground of the Graves family. Here 
liew the body of Colonel John Graves, an- 
cestor of Jonn Temple Graves, and a gal- 
lent eoldier of the _ revolution. Graves 
Mountain, some miles distant, is a part of 
the land grant to Colonel Graves for ser- 
vices in the revolution. 

In my next report I hope to be able to 
give the names of some of those buried 
at Kettle Creek battle ground.

With Close of War, 
Art’s Exponent Says 


New York, August 12.—(Special.)— 
This city of terpsichorean delights is 
still drooping with the heat. Dancers 
who don't happen to be at the seashore 
or in the mountains, are giving their 
feet} a rest and sipping lemonade in 
Broadway's favorite resting places. 

The general ‘sentiment seems to be 
that dancing is going to be more popu- 
lar than ever, according to G. Hepburn 
Wilson, M. B., Supreme Ma'ster Member 
of the Inner Circle, the seciety of 
progressive modern dance teachers, or- 
ganized to promote a new and loftier 
community interest in the dance, 

It is significant to note that many 
summer resorts that excluded dancing 
last year have been compelled to re- 
introduce it this season. 

“Dancing is always popular, but it 
has its ups and downs, according to 
the condition of society,” said Mr. Wil- 
son today. “Last year was a very 
gloomy one in this country on account 
of the war. Since then our social and 
economic life has readjusted itself to 
war conditions, and prosperity § is 
abroad in the land once more. 

“And this prosperity is not a ques- 
tion of dollars and cents alone. There 
is a new spirit, a new energy among 
our people, commercial and artistic. | 
think we are on the verge of a mar- 
velous epoch of artistic and intellectqal 
activity, and this is bound to react 
favorably upon dancing. 

“Even in war-torn Europe social 
life is becoming normal, all things con- 
sidered. I am informed by my col- 
leagues in London that dancing is again 
becoming popular with all classes. 

“UTIpon the conclusion of war the 
world will dance more than it did in the 
past. Humanity is a peculiar thing,

All 
similar periods in history have pro- 
duced this development. And dancing 
will be the basis of it all, 

“After the war, I believe that Rus- 
sian and Oriental dances are going to 
have a great vogue in this country— 
in much the same way as Russian 
literature i's now having its vogue. And 
the vogue of these dances. will not be 
merely on the tsage, but in the ball- 
room. 

“Dancing will reassume_ the social 
importance it possessed among the 
Greeks, again become a community art.

ABSENT VOTERS BIL 


Legislators Did Not Take Kind- 
ly to Measure in Which Trav- 
elers Were Interested. 


Despite the active work and the so- 
licitation behind the passage of the 
absent voters’ bill, the measure in 
which so many of the traveling men 
of the state were interested, the house 
on Saturday overwhelmingly defeated 
the bill. It was believed by those ac- 
tively urging it that it would 
and no one was more surprised at its 
defeat than Chairman W.0O. Stamps and 
other members of the T. P. A. commit- 
tee who had worked so hard for its 
passage. 

Already more than twenty states 
in the union have passed similar: laws. 
The Georgia bill was patterned after 
the Virginia law, passed about a year 
ago. It provided that any man-—trav- 
eling man or otherwise—who was to 
be absent from his voting precinct on 
the day of an election, could, by giving 
notice in advance, secure his ballot and 
send it in to the ordinary of the coun- 
ty. Every detail had ‘been carefully 
worked out, and every safeguard had 
been thrown around the bill to prevent 
any kind of fraud. 

No class of men were more interested 
in its passage than Georgia travelers, 
and Mr. Stamps had requested in these 
columns last Sunday that all of them 
Set busy and solicit their various rep- 
resentatives to vote for it. This thev 
did, said Mr. Stamps, and as they had 
heard no serious opposition to it the. 
naturally expected that it would easily 
be passed. They were much disap- 
pointed at its defeat. However, the 
travelers of the state will continue to 
work for the measure, and wil] ret 
busy early next year to bring it to 
the attention of the 1917 session of the 
hopise.

They 
know that Atlanta is nearer the center of 
white population today than is Macon. And 
even if that were not a fact, they know the 
talk of the removal of the capitol building, 
which meets the state’s requirements and is 
today as good as new, involves a mad ex- 
travagance which, at a time when above all 
others the state should conserve every dol- 
lar it has, they will not tolerate. 

If the people of Georgia seriously believe 
there was any chance for the success of this 
foolhardy proposal before the legislature 
itself, they would break into open revolt 
against it. 

It is fortunate for the whole state, for- 
tunate, too, for Macon herself, that the mat- 
ter is ended and is going to fail of its own 
dead weight. 

Now that it is buried beyond resurrec- 
tion, we may congratulate Georgia upon the 
removal for all time of the contention which 
might have threatened the peace and good 


will of the state.

FFDERAL NULLIFICATION! 

When the constitutionality of the pro- 
posed measure to prohibit interstate com- 
merce in all articles of merchandise made 
in those manufacturing establishments 
which employ child labor was questioned 
upon the floor of the United States senate, 
Senator Borah, of Idaho, urged the passage 
of the, bill upon the ground that— 

The constitutionality of the measure 
could be sustained by the supreme court 
under the police power of congress over 
interstate commerce. It must be con- 
ceded, he declared, that there are some 
things so bad that they must be denied 
the channels of interstate commerce, 
and that a line had to be drawn some- 
where. When it came to discrimination 
in such a matter it was clearly appar- 
ent that it could not be left to the states 
and must necessarily fall upon congress. 
Jf congress possesses a “police power,”’ 

and if there are “some things so bad that 
they must be denied the channels of inter- 


state commerce,” certainly there is none 


which igs worse or to which that police 
power should be more promptly directed 
than the liquor business, which, under the 
guise of interstate commerce privilege, is 
threatening to nullify the prohibition laws 
of the states. 

The persistent attitude of 
congress toward the use of the mails and 
the interstate commerce carriers for this 
purpose amounts to nothing less than di- 
rect and wilful

nullification of state laws 
federal intervention. ' 
This direct nullification of state prohi- 
bition laws is gradually undermining pro- 
hibition legislation in the states that are 
making an honest effort to enforce it, and

Never has a stronger, more sincere ef- 
fort been made to enforce prohibition laws 
than in Georgia following recent legislative 
action.

A visit to the office of Superintendent

various grammar schools, an effort was be- 
ing made to solve the problem of no room 
in every department of the school system.

For instance, at the Edgewood Avenue 
school there are vacant seats in only two 
grades; six in the first grade and two in the 
fifth grade, yet there will be the usual num- 
ber of beginners who will demand admit- 
tance to the first grade, always the one most 
crowded. 
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DeKalb Citizen Advocates 
Annexation of That County 


Editor Constitution: DeKalb county ap- 
proached the question of annexation to Ful- 
ton eight years ago, when it was fought 
out in the legislative race of Field and Mor- 
ris, Field winning by a majority of 11 in 
opposition to annexation. The condition of 
DeKalb county affairs brings this question 
before us again. 

The outlook in DeKalb today is truly de- 
plorable. Fifteen years ago the ordinarv 
was in charge of roads and revenues, and 
so dissatisfied were the taxpayers that five 
commissioners were substituted for five or 
six years. They also proved dissatisfac- 
tory. So one commissioner, Mr. R. J. Free- 
man, was put in charge, and for the last 
ten years has been at the helm. Today De- 
Kalb is asking the legislature to give us 
tive commissioners again instead of one. 

How unfortunate at this time these dis- 
sensions and wranglings should again arise 
to retard the progress of IeKalb. Her prog- 
ress for the last six vears has been phe- 
nomenal. Her tax valuations have increased 
up into the millions. More good roads have 
been built than in any Georgia county, and 
among her enterprises that are the pride of 
the south, we point to Oglethorpe univer- 
sity, Icsmory college, Lamar college, the de- 
velopment of Druid Hills, Silver lake, East 
lake, the completion of the Stone Moun- 
tain car line and the addition of 7,000 gooa 
citizens who have come into the county. 
Too, she is leading in steel bridges and 
modern school houses—a wonderful record. 

And yet the grand jury says some of 
our officers are incompetent and prefers bills 
of indictment against others—we would draw 
the veil of charity over the afflairs of De- 
Kalb county and liken it to the city gov- 
ernment of Atlanta for the last two years. 
I would prescribe as a remedy for our evils 
annexation to Fulton county, and to the city 
government of Atlanta a change of officers. 

DeKalb is a princely gift—273 square 
miles and 175,000 acres of land, worth $40,- 
000,000; 400 truck and dairy farms, furnish- 
ing more necessities for Atlanta than the 
whole of Fulton county combined. We fur- 
nish Stone Mountain, the most colossal rock 
on the globe, and all the granite industries, 
soon to run into fabulous: valuations. Be- 
sides all this we furnish 35,000 of the finest 
people on earth. 

Atlanta is justly called the southern me- 
tropolis—to retain this proud title, she must 
still lead in population. She now has two 
dangerous rivals in Memphis and Birming- 
ham. It is vastly important in the census 
of 1920 that Atlanta leads her two rivals in 
population. To do this she must expand, 
must annex, must come east into DeKalb. 
The ninth ward of Atlanta is in DeKalb 
county and contains 1,900 acres of the most 
valuable land of which she boasts.

The Problem.

genious were these retreats that search 
parties usually failed to find refugees 
whom they had tracked to the very 
threshold, These searches often lasted 
ten days or a fortnight, and. were con- 
ducted with the help of masons and car- 
penters, who removed wainscoting, took 
up floors and made comparative measure. 
ments of both sides of walls and partk 
tions, floors and ceilings. 

An old manuscript in the British Mu- 
seum gives information concerning secret 
chambers in most of the large houses in 
the counties of England, as well as many 
Scottish mansions, including the capture 
of a number of accomplices in the Gun- 
powder Plot. These men sought refuge at 
Hindlip Hall, near Worcester, a fine old 
Tudor mansion. Few places could have 
been more completely honeyconibed with 
secret chambers and passages, for it was 
found to contain no less than eleven hid- 
den rooms. The mansion belonged to 
Thomas Abingdon, who volunteered to be 
hanged at his own gate if any of the men 
sought were sheliered in his house. 

The search lasted for days. Finally, in 
the gallery over the gate two very artful 
holes were found in the main brick wall, 
while in and about the chimneys other 
skilfully built cavities were found in 
which two of the traitors were close hid- 
den. Several of the funnels or flues of the 
huge chimney stacks, it was discovered, 
had been constructed to ventilate tiny 
chambers. It was at Hindlip Hall that 
Owen was finally caught.

Mt. Vernon, the home of General 
George Washington, ig situated on the 
Potomac river, eighteen miles below 
Washington city, on the right-hand side 
going toward Hampton Roads and Nor- 
folk, Virginia side. On the left-hand 
side, a mile or two lower down on 
Maryland side, is the greatest summer 
resort of the national capital today. 
Thousands of people go down there ev- 


ery day in the year from June to De- 


cember. On Saturday, June 24, 1916, 
it was estimated that ten thousand boat 
tickets were sold at the Seventh street 
wharf, and that was no unusual day, 
except that clerks in government of- 
fices and department stores have lib- 
erty to go at 2 p. m. Nothing but an 
equinoctial storm diminishes the crowd 
Sunday or Mon#tay. 

A great excursion steamer begins the 
daily trips at 10 a m. and is Kept 
busy until 11 p. m. Everybody goes, 
the old and the young especially. The 
grounds are beautiful. Mt. Vernon has 
the hilly side of the river; Marshall 
Hall has the beautiful plain, and the 
Marshall mansion is as old or maybe 
older than Mt. Vernon, and the brick 
that built both homes was brought 
from England in colonial days. it is 
a lively tradition that the Marshalls and 
the Washingtons tested theic fine 
horses on the magnificent track that 
stretches out in multitudinous acres in

river. When he returned to Engitand, 
Charles was influenced by the Queen 
Henrietta Maria, who was thrilled with 
Calvert's story of the new world. Al- 
though the grant to Calvert was signed 
by King Charles, George Calvert soon 
after sickened and died. 

His title and estates were turned 
over to his son, Cecil, the second Lord 
Baltimore. Cecil commissioned his 
brother Leonard to take possession, and 
the new country was named Maryland 
for the enthusiastic queen. 

Two hundred and four Englishmen 
and their families sailed in two small 
ships, called the Ark and the Dove, and 
after a tedious voyage landed on Kent 
island. Among those who came with 
Lord Baltimore (for Cecil never came 
afterward to America, and Leonard Cal- 
vert was the firet governor) were four 
young Hansons, wards of the Queen 
Henrietta Maria. 

in ‘Sidelightsa on Maryland History” 
it is recorded that the title to Mar- 
shall Hall was made by an Indian chief, 
and patented by Lord Baltimore, and 
in 1670 the ownership was with the 
Hiansons. Two of them went back to 
England, but Randoiph Hanson, who 
died in 1699, had in early life married 
Barbara Marshal of Charles county. 
Her father had surveyed five hundred 
acres of land in 1650 and it was named 
“Marshall,” and a part of it was deed- 
ed to Barbara in her father’s will, pro- 
bated in 1698, and recorded in the 
land office in Annapolis, 

There were frequent intermarriages 
between Hansons and Marshalis. In the 
list of fourteen Marshalis that can be 
found in Colonial hall as signers to 
the oath of allegiance in 1776-1778, 
there is a John Marshall Hanson, John 
Hanson, Marshall and Thomas Hanson 
Marshall. A Hanson was the official 
who recorded the names of signers in 
Charles county with separate numbers 
and dates. In the will of Captain Ran- 
doiph Brandt I.. which I copied some 
days ago in the land office of Annap- 
Olis, whd died in 1699, he gives to his 
son, Randolph Brandt, “two hundred 
acres lying on the Potomac river, near 
land of Randolph Hanson's, whereon 
he (Brandt) is now dwelling, called 
Hammersmith.” 

Randolph Brandt II. witnessed the 
will of Randolph Hanson in 1698 as did 
Richard Harrison, a lineal progenitor of 
the two Presidents Harrison. 

These facts I copied from “Maryland 
Calendar of Wills,”’ and I have dates, 
books of record and numbers of pages 
in folio. The title deeds from the In- 
dian chief and the Lord Baltimore pai- 
ent are said to be in possession still 
of the Marshall and Hanson §$ fami- 
lies.

On page 309, Maryland calendar of 
Wills, land office in Annapolis, you can 
find a William Marshall gave his 
daughter, Barbara, a 200-acre tract of 
land lying on Potomac river.

William Marshall's tract, 
surveyed for him in 1651, contained 500 
acres. The ownership remained with 
the Marshall family at least two hun- 
dred years.

J find this data at Annapolis 
and La Plata courthouse, Charles coun- 
ty. William Marshall was a revolution- 
ary soldier and signed the oath of al- 
legiance. The father and elder brother 
(Samuel) of William Latimer were rev-

Major John Marshall, brother of Wil- 
liam, was a signer and a distinguished 
officer in the revolutionary war. He 
left a valuable sword, costing fifty 
pounds, to his grandson, John Marshall 
Claggett. His will in La Plata covers 
seven mammoth pages in a tremen- 
dous book of Charles county wills.

GEORGIA DESCENDANTS 
OF WILLIAM MARSHALL. 


As #00n as congress made a final 
settlement, after the “Yazoo swindle,” 
and opened the entire tra°t from the 
Okmulgee river to the Mississippi river, 
by appropriating five million dollars 
to satisfy innocent purchasers, the 
rush from Maryland, Virginia and up- 
per North Carolina was great. Geor- 
gia, in the eastern part, received great 
nurnybers of these emigrants. Many of 
Wiliam Marshall's descendants live in 
Georgia at this time. Mrs. Charles Holt, 
of Macon, is a great-great-granddaugh- 
ter of William Marshall, who owned

homestead, a century and more ago, 
worthy progeny of noble eires! 

I have made mention of Captain Ran- 
dolph Brandt. His name was often call- 
ed and applanded in Maryland colonial 
councils. “Marviand archives” are full 
of his great patriotic deeds and doz- 
ens pages recite his noble efforts. 
He came into Maryland upon the invi- 
tation of Lord Baltimore. They were 
close friends and co-workers in. life. 
He was a mainstay in Maryland to the 
day of his death. die settled In&‘harles 
county alt Penguiah manor, about 1660, 
He died near the close of the l7th cen- 
tury, full of honors and with large land- 
ed property, and many slaves. Hie chil- 
dren intermarried with the Marshalls, 
of Marshall hall. He was connected 
with the Fairfax people. Two Fair- 
fax orphans, William and Mary, were 
piaced with his daughter, Mary, and 
her husband, at Maycock’s Kest, to be 
educated and cared for. His reat 

randson married Rebecca Marshall, of 
Marshall Hall. Several of his grand- 
sons took the oath of allegiance to 
General Washington's cause, and 
fought in the revolutionary army. He 
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was a commander of Maryland mili- 
tia, a member of the colonial assem- 
bly and commissioner of Indian af- 
faira, all for the state of Maryland, 
(William Penn was commissioner. of 
Indian affairs for Pennsylvania.) Cap- 
tain Brandt was engaged to protect the 
towns of Charles county. He dealt with 


the various Indian factions to prevent 
the extermination of the friendly tribes. 
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He raised a large force at his own ex- , 


pense to keep down Indian troubies. At 
one time the colonial assembly voted 
eeveral thotisand pounds to be paid in 
tobacco, to refund advances in monev

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Danish West Indies Will 


Ownership of Islands 
Will Give the United 
States the Strategic 
Masterv of the Carib- 
bean.

The acquisition by the United States 
of the Danish West Indies, as fore- 
shadowed in the treaty of cession now 
being negotiated, would be a long step 
forward in preparedness for national 
defense, since St. Thomas, the chief of 
the three islands of the group, is one 
of the leading strategic positions in 
the Caribbean area—-America’s most 
vulnerable point 

The commercial and military value 
of our possessions and protectorates 
from Florida to the isthmus, our com- 
parative weakness at present for such 
long-range fighting, and the conceiva- 
ble aims of any war of aggression 
against all indicate some point in 
the Caribbean as the primary objective 
of any probable enemy, since, first es- 
tablished there, he would find much 
easier the second stage of his cam 
paign—invasion of continental United 
States. 

A hostile fleet based on St. Thomas 
could raid with ease our southern Af- 
lantic coast, would flank our every 
route to the Caribbean—to Cuba, Porto 
Rico, Mexico and the canal—and Would 
be a grave menace to our communica- 
tions and commerce with South Ameri- 
can ports. While this may be said, in 
greater or less degree, of other pos!- 
tions in the CarTribbean, it is true pre- 
eminently of St. Thomas. 

On the other hand, possession of this 
island, with its chief harbor suitably 
equipped as a naval hase, would in war 
give the United States control, not only 
of the most accessible and most trav- 
eled route from Europe to the canal, 
but also of the last of the northern 
entrances to the Caribbean whose dom- 
inance in war is met already virtually 
assured us by the probable consent of 
the islands now under American pro- 
tectorates. ‘ 

As an insurance against. war, St. 
Thomas would be also indirectly a val- 
uable asset for the United States. Po- 
litically, the island is now a source of 
danger to Denmark, a weak state hav- 
ing as its closest European neighbor 
a great empire hungry for sea power. 
If she should cede it under pressure 
to Germany, the Monroe doctrine would 
be infringed and America involved. 


THE DOMAIN 
OF SEA POWER. 


A glance at the map will show that 
the Caribbean gea is, as Admiral Ma- 
han once wrote of it, “pre-eminently 
the domain of sea poWer.” This is 
true, not only politically and militarily 
in general, but specifically in the large 
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number of strategic positions of high 
rank on and within its boundaries. For 
its size it has more of these positions 
than any other important expanse of 
sea on the globe. 

Harbors valuable strategically and 
suitable for naval fairly crowd 
it. Manifestly, Colon as the center of 
communication and the gateway to the 
Pacific, 1s the chief of them all. The 
others—on the long northern border 
formed by Cuba, Haiti, Santo Domingo 
and Porto Rico, in the great arch of 
the Lesser Antilles at the east, off 
the coast of the bold shouldef which 
the continent projects the south— 
cluster around the canal in a sweeping 
ellipse. In hostile hands in war, they 
would seem like hungry wolves lurking 
in the shadows about a campfire 

In considering the sttuation of the 
isthmus, thus geographically beset and 
invested by at least fifteen potential 
naval bases of high rank, Americana 
may well feet grateful to the men who 
framed the Monroe doctrine, for, if it 
had not been declared, and from the 
earliest beginnings of the Panama ca- 
nal in the Clayton-Bulwer’ treaty of 
1850, the control of all of these posi- 
tions, except the four belonging te 
Fingland and France, would have been 
intrigued for diplomatically or fought 
for openly by the strong military pow- 
ers of Europe, since the remaining eley- 
en were held—as some = are yet—by

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er native republics. 

Our reciprocal obligations under the 
Monroe doctrine and, in lees degree. 
the Spanish-American war, have 
wrought favorable changes in this. 
Seven of these strategic positions are 
now either owned by the United States, 
leased by it, or are located on islands 
under our virtual protectorate. Four 
more belong to England or France, 
both of whom would probably be 
benevolent neutrals in any conflict 
which seems possible for the United 
States at this time. Of the remaining 
four, St. Thomas is, far and away, the 
most important strategically. 


ST. THOMAS AND A 
WAR OF INVASION. 


In any war by land or Sea, strate- 
gists normally direct the assault, not 
against the strongest, but the weakest 
point of the enemy's line. It is im- 
probable, therefore, that in a war of 
aggression against the eastern a st 
of the United States, its northern lit- 
toral would be attacked in the enemy's 
first major Operation. It is true that 
along the coast there are many avail- 
able landing places beyond the range 
of harbor defenses. But our fleet 
Must be reckoned with first by the 
invader, our important naval bases 
are Concentrated in the district be. 
tween Cape Ann and the Chesapeake, 
and from those bases our ships coutd 
strike throughout a wide radius. 

} Im any war area, a fleet is tied to 
its bases—its sources of fuel-and-aimn- 
muntion-supply, of docking, refitting 
and repair. Its radius of operation is 
the distance which it can steam from 
(and return to) its moat advanced base, 
or through which it can maintain in- 
tact lines of supply and communica- 
tion with the base. Via Faval, it is 
about 3,200 sea miles from the English 


channel to Cape Cod. From Gib 
to the Chesapeake by way of Pamel oy 


via Funchal to Culebra, our most ad- 
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vanced 
tance is about 3,450 miles. These great 
distances would prevent any hostile 
fleet, operating from European bases, 
from attacking our coast. Its first 
objective would be a naval base on this 
side of the north Atlantic. 

For several reasons, 
would probably be made in West In- 
dian waters. In the first place, our 
advance base, Culebra, off Porto Rico, 
is 1,390 miles from New York and 1,250 
from Norfolk; our proposed main base 
at Guantanamo, Cuba, is 1,115 miles 
from the Chesapeake, and from Caps 
Hatteras we have an undefended line 
of communication &75 miles long te 
Key West. Since both Guantanamo and 
CuleDra are as yet virtually un- 
equipped, it is evident that the enemy, 
in forcing our fleet to fight in or near 
the Caribbean and far from its home 
bases, would be striking where our 
naval strength is most.vulnerable. 
Hence, his first objective would prob- 
ably be Culebra or St. Thomas, just 
across the narrow virgin passage. 

Buccess in this attack would en- 
able the enemy to raid our southern 
Atlantie coast at will, to flank § all 
our routes to the Caribbean, and when 
—with full command of the sea—his 
convoys of troops had come, to invade 
the Canal zone, 1.040 milea from S8t. 
Thomas. Possession of the Cantal 
would give him, not only a powerful 
lever in “bringing pressure’ on the 
United States, but would enable him to 
block the retreat pf our defeated fleet 
to Gatun lake or the Bay of Panama, 
and to prevent the arrival of reinforce- 
ments from the Pacific. These con- 
siderations might make the Canal the 
first objective, with operations based 
on Chiriqui Lagoon, less than 200 
miles away, instead of St. Thomas or 
Culebra. This contingency seems re- 
mote, however, with an American fleet 
of any considerable strength near the 
Caribbean. The first duty of the fleet 
would be to oppose the enemy’s en- 
trance to that sea. :

WHERE JAMAICA 
FALLS SHORT. 


A naval base should be judged, how- 
ever, not only by its strategic posi- 
tion, but by its strength against at- 
tack and its resources for supplies and 
equipment. In these, Jamaica fails. 
The base at Port Royal ta but little 
developed, and the island is small and 
could be easily blockaded. Hence, for 
military support and for suppliea, it is 
Hependent in war on its lines of com- 
munication with other Britieh colonial 
or home porta, and from those ports it 
ia both distant and isolated. Roughly, 
it is about 1.000 miles from St. Lucia, 
Trinidad, or Bermuda, 2,500 from Hall- 
fax, and 4,609 from the English chan- 
nel. Further, our base at Guantanamo 
flanks its lines of communtcation with 
all of these ports. 

Guantanamo is th several respects 
superior sarategically to Port Royal. 
Situated midway on the northern bor- 
der of the eéa, it has to a considerable 
extent Jamaica’s advantage of central 
location, and, lying north of the lat- 
ter, it flanks, as well or better, all 
routes through the northern entrances. 
Again, its distance from Colon—700 
miles—is not materially greater than 
that of Port Royal, and the distance 


of both from the extreme _ strategic 
points of the sea are about the same— 


1,000 miles, Further, as the map shows, | 


it flanks all linea of communication 
with the canal, except that from Ja- 
maica. Finally, it is located on an ts- 
land which is not only more than ten 
times the aize of Jamaica, and with 
vastly greater native resources to meet 
naval needs, but which hae direct rail- 
way communication with manufactur- 
ing centera in the United States, except 
for the short sea link between Key 
West and Havana. Hence, supplies can 
ass to Guantanamo on intertor land 
ines which will be immune from attack 
by sea, if the Florida straits be guard- 
ed effectively. 

On the other hand, as naval authori- 
tlea have pointed out, Guantanamo has 
some marked @isadvantages as a naval 
base of the first rank. Its anchorage 
ground is restricted—-about twenty bat- 
tleships fill it. The station could be 
shelled from seaward and it has no na- 


‘tural water supplv—bdoth of which ob- 


jections are equally valid against Gi- 
braltar.. Ite land boundaries are tong, 
almost level. and would require a large 
force of mobile troops for their defense 
against attack by land. As to this, Ad- 
miral Benson, chief of operations, saye: 
“Tt believe that any foreign force that 
could take Guantanamo by land would 
have to destrov the fleet before they 
eould do so, and iff they did take and 
occupy it, we would be in a better po- 
sition to attack and retake it than they 
would be to defend it.” 

However, these objections against 
Guantanamo have weight, and much 
well-informed naval opinion favors 
referentially the development of Cu- 
ebra, a little isiand three miles by six, 
just off the eastern end of Porto Rico.

WHAT U.S. 
MUST HAVE. 


One thine at least is sure. The United 
States should have one or more naval 
bases of the firat rank in the Carib- 
bean, as close af may be to our prob- 
able battle ground there. With Guan- 
tanamo and Culebra unhequipped and 
nnfortified as thev now are, atid with 
the fight off St. Thomas, a battered 
dreadnaught would have to Iimp over 
ann undefended route, 1,260 miles to 
Norfolk, with the chance of foundering 
or being captured or destroyed on the 
way. Guantanamo might well be made 
a strong B8econdary base, thus con- 
serving its peculiar advahtagesr, with 
the main dbase at Culebra or St. Thom- 
ae--if the United States shall be go 
fortunate as to secure the Danish West 
Indies. 

Of the remaining potential bases in 
the Caritbvbean—of which 8t. Lucia, 
Fort de France and Curacao are the 
leaders—little need be said Each is 
important in some way, and, if devel- 
oped and supported, would require con- 
sideration ith any comprehensive war 
pian. The vital fact ie that the des- 
tiny of nations has given the United 
Statea the strategic mastery in war 
of the Caribbean sea.

Dr. Lyman Hall, in whose memory 
@ granite boulder is to de unveiled on 
October 18 next, in his native town of 
Wallingford, Conn., occupies a unique 
place in the history of Georgia.

Dr. Hall was a tower of strength in 
the cause of liberty—one of its earliest 
advocates and one of its most untiring 
devotees. To quote Colonel Charles C. 
Jones, an eminent historian of our 
state: “On the revolutionary altars 
erected within the Midway district 
were the fires’cf resistance to the do- 
minion of Engiand earliest kinsmen, 
and of all the patroits of that uncom- 
promising community, Lyman Hall, by 
his counse], exhortations and determin. 
ed spirit, added stoutest fuel to the 
flames.” 

As early as February 9, 1775, we 
find him acting as chairman of a meet- 
ing held at Midway for the purpose 
of sending delega@es to a meeting at 
Charleston before any of the other par- 
ishes were prepared for action. 
us not anticipate. For many 
cannot be cited in this 
brief article, Georgia was inclined to 
be conservative. Nor was it until par- 
liament passed the Boston port bill in 
1774 that the most advanced thinkers 
f the province contemplated anything 
urther than protest against the arhi- 
trary course of the British crown in 
taxing the colonies in America. There 
was little talk of actual separation, but 
the Boston port bill was a drastic meas- 
ure, and to make matters still worse, 
parliament revoked the charter of Mas- 
sachusetts and required all persons 
charged with crime to be sent to Eng- 
land for trial.

case before the supreme court. Mr. 
William N. Selig, the mofion picture 
magnate of Chicago, and the other 
litigant, is also a rich man and there 
will be, therefore, no lack of shin- 
ing legal lights to present the evi- 
dence.

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Was William Shakespeare Ever a Soldier? 


AS Shakespeare ever 4 sol- 

dier? The fact that this 

vear is the tercentenary of 
the Bard of Avon's death, which was 
celebrated in the smoke and din of 
battle, gives a new interest to the 
question whether the poet bore arms 
for a short period, For if Shakes 
speare ever was a soldier it may be 
taken for granted that he fought for 
his native countrv-in the very lands 
where the English armies are today 
battling. 

This question was first brought up 
in 1859 by Mr. William J, Thoms, the 
learned founder and editor of Notes 
and Queries, in which journa] he 
published a paper in two instalments 
under the title “Was Shakespeare 
Ever a Soldier?” Mr. Thoms had 
set himself to read Shakespeare's 
writings with the view of detecting 
any autobiographical indications that 
they might seem to contain. His 
task was soon cut short by other oc- 
cupations, but not until he had come 
to one conclusion: that Shakespeare 
had personal knowledge of the life, 
drill and equipments of a soldier. 

The external evidence that there 
was such an episode in Shakespeare's 
life is, of course, slight, but it is quite 
worth stating. He owed his intro- 
duction to dramatic life to the Earl 
of Leicester's company of players, 
which had visited Stratford-on-Avon 
before he left his native town. More- 
over, as a boy he had very probably 


been taken to Kenilworth by his 
father on the occasion of Queen 
Elizabeth's visit to her favorite at 
his great Warwickshire seat. The 
earl must have loomed heroically in 
his eves. But Leicester was not only 
a patron of the drama, he was a sol- 
dier, and it was as a soldier that he 
appeared in Warwickshire in 1585. 
Did Shakespeare Fight? 

The motives and conditions which 
have often been associated with en- 
listment were, therefore, not wanting 
in Shakespeare's case when, toward 
the end of 1585, the drums and fifes 
of the great Ear! of Leicester were 
heard in the Warwickshire lanes, 
calling the youth of the country to 
fight against Spain in the Low Coun- 
tries. Did Shakespeare answer that 
call? 

Leicester sailed from Harwich on 
Dec. 4, and was triumphantly re- 
ceived by the Dutch at Flushing on 
Dec. 10. In his forces were 500 War- 
wickshire lads, and there are indica- 
tions that a few of these were con- 
nections of Shakespeare. Mr. Thoms 
notes that one “John Arden,” who 
was among them, and a “Thomas Ar- 
dern,” were probably hfs relatives, 
and that a third name, “Miizs 
Combes,” suggests a well-known 
Stratford family. 

Of direct evidence that Shake- 
speare was, so to speak, in khaki 
theré is none, but there is a single 
tantalizing glimpse of the possibility,

Their ef- 
fect, however, is cumulative, and 
here it is not possible to exhibit 
them in close formation. The special

After a few 
years of married Iife she fled and 
in her wanderings became famous 
in Europe for her eccentricities,

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ILL the grim toll of war end, 

for years at least, the famous 

Passion Play at Oberammer- 
cau? With the Garden of Eden 
trampled by the iron feet of war and 
the Holy Land transformed into an 
armed camp, such a disaster as the 
wrecking of the Passion Play of 
Oberammergau, in comparison, has 
merely a secondary interest. And 
yet it comes, with a degree of in- 
timacy, to us because of its nearness, 
its familiarity to thousands of pil- 
grims from many lands and the flesh 
and blood actors with whom many 
of us have become acquainted 
through seeing in the tremendous, 
sacred spectacle and through the 
illustrated and printed telling in 
magazine and newspaper. So the 
question of whether the Passion Play 
likely will be ended because of the 
war will be of more or iess interest 
the world over. 

This thought naturally arose in the 
minds of newspaper readers when in 
October last it was reported that 
Anton Lang, who portrayed the char. 
acter of Christ, had been killed in 


battle. In December, however, it de- 
veloped that he was still alive. 


Their Lifetime Preparation. 

Marie Mayer, the comely 
Magdalene of the last production in 
1910, who is at present lecturing in 
this country, savs it is a matter of 
much speculation whether the play 
will be given in 1920, when it is next 
due. For war has stripped Oberam- 
mergau of all of its fighting men. Her 
brother Paul and a host of sturdy 
Bavarians, whom she knew, are serv- 
ing in the army. 

If the actors spend a lifetime in 
learning the parts in the sacred 
drama and the majority of them 
make their last exit in the monstrous 
tragedy of the war, where will be 
available the players to give the 
Passion Play the proper, devoutly de- 
votional atmosphere? And, accord- 
ing to the ancient vow, the play must 
be given by the dwellers of the moun- 
tain village, and by them alone. 

Miss Mayer’s preparation for the 
play began when she was only a 
small girl, with bluegray eyes and 
with golden braids down her back 
that might have been worked in fine- 
spun gold. She first took the part 
of Esther and Athalie in the sacred 
stories.

The music of the Passion Play as 
{t exists today is bv Rochus Dedler, 
who was born in 177 He was a na- 
tive of Oberammergau and possessed 
for his times a high degree of learn- 
ing. All the original music was 
burned in 1817. Dedler immediately 
created new music, which ts used at 
the present téme. The orchestral 
music is unique, The band patrols 
the town before each performance, 
and then the performers take their 
rlaces in the theatre ‘and give the 
overture. 

Unfailing Beauty of the Play. 

The text of the play was remod- 
elled in 1850 the priest of the 
parish, Aloise Paisenberger; but he 
did not presume to change the text 
of the songs composed by Otmar 
Weiss in 1811. 

Of the many impressions of the 
play given by churchmen that of 
Dean George Hodges is marked by a 
lack of emotionalism and an appre- 
ciation of sheer beauty, which shows 
it to be the chief defect of the play. 

“One of the outstanding qualities 


of the Passion Play is its unfailing 
beauty,” says he. “Considered sim- 
ply as a spectacle it delights the eye. 
The men and women of the chorus, 
proceeding from the wings of the 
stage at the beginning of each act 
and standing in a long semi-circle, 
wear shining crowns and garments 
of soft browns and greens and blues.

Down comes the manna fluttering 
upon the people of Israel in the wil- 
derness, and the outstretched arms 
of the smallest children are steady as 
the arms of statues. 


Like Splendid Paintings. 

“The Last Supper” is Da Vinci's 
picture in Milan, “The Descent from 
the Cross” is Rubens's altarpiece in 
Antwerp come to life. And behind 
the stage, making a background for 
these scenes, are the streets of Jeru- 
salem, and over them the green hills 
and the sky of the real world. The 
doves, whose wicker cages are over- 
turned at the expulsion of the 
traders, fly away to their homes in 
the village, and the birds come and 
perch upon the gable of the house otf 
Pilate. 

“At the same time the beauty of 
the play is its chief defect. It takes 
away the vividness of reality. The 
play is a series of symbols rather 
than of true scenes in the tragedy of 
Christ. It is true to life only as the 
mediaeval painters were true to it.” 

If it is so that the Hlayers of Ober. 
ammergau are principally makers of 
superlatively impressive pictures, it 
may be that the words of the eccle- 
siastical critic have something of 
prophecy in them, just at present, for 
charming Marie Mayer. For she is 
not lacking in offers to go into the 
new expression of the artistic, the 
emotional and the beautiful.

John Roll McLean died on June 9. 
He had been in failing health for some 
time previous to his death, and his son 
contends that after his father was men- 
tally weakened and subject to influence, 
he made a last will and testament on 
June 8, 1915, and that this document 
did not express the true @ishes and de- 
sires of the deceased. 

This will, filed in the supreme court 
of the District of Columbia three days 
after McLean’s death, provided that the 
son enjoy the entire income of the 6s- 
date during his lifetime, and that, on his 
death, the principal should go to his chil- 
dren. Certain other restrictions were 
imposed, among them that the McLean 

in the Washington Post and the 
Cincinnati Enquirer should not be soid 
by the executors and trustees without the 
consent of Francis T. Homer, a Balti- 
more lawyer. Homer was to receive an 
annual fee of $10,000 for his services. 
The American Security and Trust Com- 
pany, of Washington, was designated ex- 
ecutor and trustee. 

Francis T. Homer was a close friend 
of McLean’s during the lifetime of that 
publisher. It was he who secured the 
correspondence. 

‘The correspondence in question 
should not, tn my opinion, be brought 
into any legal action,” Edward McLean 
said in discussing his action in asking 
that it be delivered into his hands. ‘It 
will not be, if there is any way in which 
I can prevent it. 

“This portion of my father’s personal 
correspondence is altogether of a per- 
sonal nature. My attorneys have advised 
me, however, that such of these letters 
as have bearing on the legal point in con- 
troversy are of far greater value to my 
side of the case than they could possibly 
be to that of the trust company.” 

To support him in his fight, McLean 
secured the services of Elihu Root, for- 
mer secretary of state; Joseph W. Bal- 
ley, former United States‘senator; John 
B. Stanchfield, of New York, and W. J. 
Lambert. There is a possibility of for- 
mer Secretary of War Lindley W. Garr 
son joining the group. 

Such was the aggregation that ap- 
peared in the Washington court when 
Francis T. Homer came upon the scene

To trace the relationship of McLean 
and his association through blood and 
marriage ties, resolves itself into a tan- 
gle as complicated as the charting of a 
family tree from the days of William 
the Conqueror. His sister, whose first 
husband was the lates General Hazen, 
chief signal officer, U. 8. A., is the wife 
of Admiral George Dewey, who she mar- 
ried immediately upon his return to the 
United States fro mthe victory of Manila 
bay. Another sister, who recently died, 
was the wife of Read Admiral Nicol Lud- 
low. Previously she was Mrs. Bugher 
and her son is former Deputy Police 
Commissioner Frederick Bugher of New 
York. 

Mrs. McLean was a daughter of Gen- 
eral Edward Fitzgerald Beale.
